Introduction 


In 2011 I (Memorial Trustee Tom Beaver) was given the task of documenting John 
Fetzer's spiritual journey. I quickly realized that his was a whole-life-long journey. 

I made a spreadsheet*, with a chronology going vertically down the left side, and 
made spreadsheet entries of significant spiritual Fetzer-activities for each year ... and there 
were LOTs of entries. Each entry has a 'source code' at the beginning - a table of 
sources/source codes is listed below. 

I color-coded the entries by subject - from reincarnation, to meditation, to his use of 
psychics and mediums (a table of color codes is also listed below) ... Fetzer had a myriad of 
overlapping interests over time. The colors, as I went down through the years, showed me 
visually how these various interests would overlap. 


*The spreadsheet has been made into this WORD document. 


One other important thing to note. Some of the sources listed in this document are not 
in the John E. Fetzer Digital Library. And so the entries from these sources are ONLY are to 
be found here, in this document. This is a significant reason why this document was 
preserved. 

These otherwise unpublished sources include: 

-- diary entries from the diary of John's wife, Rhea 
-- other letters to and from John Fetzer 

-- interviews with John Fetzer done circa 1983 by Fetzer staffers at the time (Kaye Averitt 
and Tom Thinnes), for a never-completed biography which - it was thought at the time - 
would be written by Thinnes (who, it eventually was realized, had no background for writing 
about 'a spirituality journey', so that project was halted).

John found a fake Santa beard behind the bureau (TJB: John had to be 6-7-8 years 
old probably) ... that was his first inkling about Santa not being real ... so John 
said he quickly asked, as a follow-up, "So what about this Jesus business?" ... 
Hattie said that question, re Jesus, was quickly squashed: "That was serious 
business."

Skutch 2-10-2011 (p. 27). Elevator experience. "And also he told it to me—I think, oh I 
can't count how many times—but it certainly had to be more than four or five. This is what 
I remember. That his, you know, his mother had to work. And there was this two story 
department store (in the town) where they lived. And she was a milliner. And at first she 
was selling her wares on the main floor, so that women would be shopping for other things, 
they would pass by, and they would see her designs. And they could order or purchase. 

And then as the store expanded, they moved her upstairs to the second floor. And this was 
not so good because then she wouldn't be so visible and, of course, I don't think they had 
much advertising in that day. She certainly wasn't advertising herself. But John loved that 
elevator—well of course he would, right? And when he was old enough he liked to ride up 
and down. He'd go with his mother, he'd go up and visit her, but when he was old enough 
he was allowed sometimes to run the elevator himself. And this particular day—and I don't 
imagine it happened too often but he certainly knew how to do it—but this particular day he 
said he was circulating on the first floor telling them about his mother upstairs being the 
milliner, and he didn't quite have anyone to bring up with him. So he got on the elevator to 
go up to the second floor to probably tell her. And as he was in the elevator, I guess it had 
started but that's only my—I'm throwing that in—I guess that it had started—I don't 
remember him saying to me the elevator had started. But suddenly he felt overwhelmed by 
this great and loving power, and he realized that it was Jesus but it was this towering way 
above him. And Jesus indicated that John should put his arms around his legs, and he did 
so, and Jesus took him right up through the elevator into what John called the cosmos. And 
he had the feeling that Jesus had said to him, "I will always be with you. I will always be 



with you." And then bump, John was at the second floor. So this all happened in seconds, 
but it was timeless -- and that's what he said to me. It was timeless when it was 
happening. And he was still in a child's mind, and he couldn't explain everything that 
happened even when he was an adult, but he knew that something remarkable had 
happened to him at that moment. And that he didn't have to worry about anything because 
Jesus would always be there; and he believed totally and completely in this experience. 

Now I don't know if he told his mother about it, or his family. I would think in those days 
that would be an okay thing to tell because that would fit in with—people were having 
experiences. You have an experience of the Lord, that's a wonderful thing. But he did say 
that that was his first step. And I think that, looking back on it now, when I said that his 
life changed when his beloved died, his life also changed when he was that age. I don't 
remember exactly what it was, 10 or 11 Bruce?" 


Gergely: The Elevator Experience when John was a boy (put in 1910). Question: Did he 
ever talk about that elevator experience with you? Mike: Yeah. Question: What is your 
recollection of what happened? Mike: He just felt that Jesus was with him in an elevator and 
that elevator was trapped, and he somehow got pulled up. Question: Did it come in a 
dream or in the elevator? Mike: I think it came in the elevator, as far as I can remember. 
Question: Had an impact. Mike: And that was the impact, yeah. Jesus with him at the 
elevator that saved his life, saved his life for a purpose, saved his life as he was saved with 
respect to the end effect of truth. Saved his life not to own the Detroit Tigers and not to 
become a multi-zillionaire, but saved his life for what ? For the mission that he was brought 
into this planet to serve and that's what the John E. Fetzer Institute is— so, you know, it's 
very difficult to sort of encapsulate. Perhaps that's not a good word. This is one very, very 
unique human being. 


John-Hattie: Fred Ribble (Hattie's husband for approx. 20 years) was interested in 
Morse code ... he knew a man with wireless equipment, and Fred bought the 
equipment from him. It was the best equipment that could be had, Westinghouse. 
And it included a 70 foot steel pole, and a 4-wire antenna. When John was 10 
years old, Fred brought him a telegraph key and John learned Morse Code. He gave 
the equipment to John. When KDK tried to first broadcast a violin, John and Hattie 
said we heard it, with earphones ... this was 1920. 


John-Hattie: Hattie said Fred Ribble treated him like he was his own ... so a lot of 
people called Hattie John's mom. Fred was a baseball fan, and got Tiger game 
updates by Morse code over the system. Using the Western Union wires - Fred 
worked for Western Union from midnight to 8 AM. Fred would come out between 
innings and post scores for people to see. Everyone in Lafayette was a Detroit 
Tigers fan. 


Pelletier (1989). (put in childhood, and in 1989) His Life-Long Spiritual Interest: KP (Ken 
Pel I itier): Why would you give that (his business career) up? JF (John Fetzer): I realize that 
I was getting older ... plus the fact of my spiritual interest was very compelling. If you're 
ever going to pursue your prime interest, now is the time to do it. KP: So this spiritual 
interest - obviously it was a long-standing interest for you. JF: Yes KP: Can you trace that 
back for me? JF: Actually I've had these matters as a life-long interest. 



Pelletier (1989). (put in childhood, and in 1989) The 1909 (approx.) elevator experience: 
JF: I remember one time when I was about six, seven, or eight ... my mother was then 
trying to make a living ... She had a big milliner store in a department store in this little 
town we lived in at the time, Lafayette, Indiana. There was an elevator there I would 
operate as a kid. And I remember one night having a dream. And it was Jesus Christ going 
up the shaft of the elevator, and I was hanging onto his feet and I was being lifted up. I 
think that was one of the first, first experiences ... of a deep and impressionistic spiritual 
thing.

JEF Search Origins (TB memo, 4-2013) 


WWII Period 

VB#1 7-11-83 (I made a copy of this) P. 18 Jim on JEF: "His spiritual search began I think 
in WWI - deep down on the subconscious level - I've never talked to him about this and I 
don't know but I suspect he lost some very dear friends to the war. And I think that that's 
when he began to search - he may have lost family back them, he may have lost relatives - 
I don't know. But it was some sort of a loss, or he witnessed death at a level somehow, that 
set him on a search. He may not have even realized this. Whether it was subconscious or 
conscious I don't know - I've never really talked to him about this. But that search began. 

He didn't really, really manifest that search, I think, until probably the latter part of the 
30's. It looks like his soul really began to open to a new level of spirit. But it didn't really 
begin to manifest then until the 50's. It took him that long in his growth pattern ... 


1918 (flu) 


Pelletier (1989, 1918). Thel918 swine flu experience: JF: I think in 1918 ... about that 
time, 1918, the first flu epidemic came through the country. At that time, I was living at 
Lafayette, at Purdue University. And people were dying everywhere. I remember this family 
doctor of ours had 150 patients, and they were dying .. and he couldn't handle it. And I 
came down with the influenza. My mother came down with it, and several others in my 
house had it at once. And I remember the doctor came to see me and said that your heart 
is not functioning properly. And I must say you'll not live till morning. He said this to my 
sister. And my sister and he started out the door when he said, "By the way, have you got 
any whiskey in the house? Get a medicine dropper and a cup of hot water and keep 
dropping slowly. Whiskey and this ... and give him a teaspoonful at a time for the rest of the 
night. If he is still alive tomorrow morning, I'll consent to come back to see him. ... My 
mother was a teetotaler, she wouldn't permit anything in the house. Buy my stepfather had 
a bottle of corn whiskey hid away, and he happened to overhear this. And he went out and 
got the bottle and gave it to my sister and he says, "Here's what you're looking for." And 
she sat up all night and gave me this, drop after drop, she did the same thing the doctor 
ordered. And by morning my heart had picked up, and she called on the phone and the 
doctor said, "My gosh - I mean to say he's alive?" And so he came out. But it was during 
that period of time that I made a promise to the higher order that if I succeeded in living, I 
would do something significant on behalf of spirit before I died. So I feel that was a 



contributing factor that would carry in the subconscious throughout most of my professional 
life. And that probably led to what I'm doing now. So it's kind of a situation that, that has 
resulted from that. 


TB 31 Fetzer, John E. Early Years 12-3-82 Thinnes/Collins. P. 6 Was your attack from the flu 
and your heart problem in your senior of HS? JEF: "No, I must have been a sophomore, 
That's the reason I had to quit basketball - I was captain of the team. When I was going 
through the influenza episode, I thought from the remarks I heard that I wasn't going to 
make it. I made a commitment at the time that if I were permitted to live, I would devote 
my life to the spiritual work of the Creator." 


TB 31 Fetzer, John E. Early Years Trip to Lafayette 10-28-82 Thinnes/Collins. P. 13-15 (I 
made a copy of this) Influenza (John gives NO "Give life to God" statement whatsoever). 
"When I was in high school, I played on the basketball team. I had a heart problem and 
they didn't know what the problem was except that I had been through the flu epidemic in 
'18 and they were dying everywhere. Our family doctor in Lafayette had about 100 patients 
and they were all dying because it was the first time that they had ever had an epidemic 
and didn't really know how to handle it. As a result of the influenza, my heart was barely 
moving, and the doctor came to see me and said that there was no way I could live -- that I 
would die before morning. He went out the door, and came back and said, "By the way, if 
you've got any whisky in the house, get a medicine dropper and give him 15 drops in a half 
glass of warm water every hour all night long. If he's alive in the morning I'll consent to 
come back and take another look at him." My step-father Irve overheard this and he had a 
bottle of corn whisky that he had hid -- he didn't want mother to know because she was a 
teetotaler and wouldn't have any liquor in the house. So Irve went and got the bottle and 
gave it to Hattie, and Hattie stayed up all night and followed the doctor's instructions. And 
by morning my pulse was back up to 60 a minute, so they called the doctor and said, "He's 
still alive." And the doctor said, "He can't be. There's no way he could be alive." Then they 
told him what had happened. So he came to check me out, and he was amazed. I supposed 
that was the forerunner of saving some other lives because apparently that was what was 
needed to the influenza. The sequel to that was mother took me to a heart specialist, and 
this doctor had just been east to Harvard, to a medical clinic. He had been studying heart 
cases where growing boys grew so fast that they outgrew their heart, and they had to nurse 
them along until their heart could catch up to have the strength to feed their larger body. 

So that was his theory about my situation, because I was such a big kid. At the end of none 
months, me heart was normal, but that stopped my athletic career in its tracks. I could not 
do anything athletic after that. The whole experience gave me time to reflect a great deal. 
The whole time I was laying in bed, I reflected on my life and what I would do, going 
through what every young man goes through. I wondered what I was going to do, whether I 
would meet the right girl, if I'd get married, if I was going the right way, doing the right 
things, going to make enough money to get along in the world -- all those things were going 
through my mind at the time. I guess I made up my mind then what kind of girl I wanted to 
marry. I had already made up my mind about the wireless, so I guess the stage was set for 
some philosophical thinking during that time."

Meeting Rhea. P. 15: Rhea fit the description of the girl I had decided to marry 
perfectly ... I think that's the reason I knew when I saw her that she was the one 
I'd marry. Speaking of that, I think I first met Rhea in 1924... 


TB 31 Fetzer, John E. Family, Spirituality (Lafayette) 10-28-82 Thinnes/Collins. P. 
10. LD: What was Rhea like as a young woman. JEF: She was very ambitious. ... 
She had a very fine intellectual capacity. She spoke beautiful French and taught 
Latin and English. She was a Gemini (she note: she was still living at this time) 
and Geminis are exceedingly ambitious. They are always on the move. They don't 
know the meaning of relaxation, actually. 


EMC: John E. Fetzer, a student at E.M.C. ... [was] described as "working hard" that 
January of 1924 to get the (EMC station WEMC) station on the air ... the station's 
mission: the spreading of the gospel. John Fetzer wrote, "We are very grateful, 
indeed, that God is using this mysterious means of cheering hearts and leading 
them to a fuller knowledge of things eternal." 


EMC: The first regular Programme was given on the 24th of March 1924 ... A small 
studio had been constructed in a corner of the attic connected to Mr. Pearson's 
classroom. In view of its purpose it was always called "The Radio Lighthouse." The 
call letters assigned to it were KFGZ by the Radio Commission which was then a 
branch of the Department of Commerce. A few days before this programme an 
inspection had been arranged by this Commission, to test the station's output 
quality. ... I remember John telling of their experience. It seems that the 
inspectors were quite satisfied with the general station and its layout, so they 
arranged to have it begin broadcasting while they drove out a ways and listened 
for quality and steadiness of signal. John and George were both on hand in the 
transmitter room, [and] when they started the station, something went wrong and 
NO signal resulted. They could find no visible reason why. Then they both got 
down on their knees and asked the Lord to help them, and again turned on the 
station and all worked well. However, after the inspectors left the station again 
refused to work and it took them several days to find and fix the trouble. They 
used to tell how the Lord had signally helped in this emergency.

P-1 8-15-25 JEF to Mother from Germany: "Here at Eisenach is the great castle of 
Wartburg in which Luther translated the Bible. I saw the spot on the wall where 
Luther through (sic) the ink bottle at the devil. ... We then proceeded to 
Switzerland ... also went over to France to see our French school." 


P-1 Box P-1 7-17-25 Rhea to JEF: "I saw Prof. Pearce (ed note: John's 
professor/advisor at EMC and Director of the radio station, whereas John was the 
Chief Engineer)) the other day and he said he got a lot of money for the radio in 
Battle Creek. I hope he gets all you'll need for next year because it will mean so 
much to you I know. ... Two or three radios for the Adventists would begin to fulfill 
some of your dreams, wouldn't they?" 


P-1 7-30-25 Rhea to JEF: "Saw Pearce the other day and he said he wished you'd 
hurry and come home to begin work on a new radio. He has been pleading your 
cause mighty hard I guess and has landed about three or four thousand dollars. 
You're really to have a new radio which I know won't please you. You probably 
won't go to school the first semester will you? It seems like things are all coming 
your way just now." 


P-1 undated letter to Rhea, same trip in 1925: "Of course I almost excited about 
the radio news. I received a letter from Pearce in London, and he did not breath 
(sic) a word about the money. I am just thrilled to death about it all - only it 
means a long hard session of hard work which I don't mind at all. I am so anxious 
to get back..." 


P-1 undated 1925, November, JEF to Rhea from Berrien Springs. "Suppose you 
have heard all about the scandal (sic) of our little advent party the other evening." 


TB22 - Chap 3 Emmanuel Missionary. Della had become a 7th Day Adventist. 


TB22- Chap 4, P. 4-5 Rhea's parents were Adventists, but they were unhappy ... 
Rhea joined because John encouraged it, and encouraged her belief. "In New York 
Fetzer received a letter from Rhea saying she had decided to be baptized in the 
Adventist Church, a choice that was a testimony to her love for him. Raised as an 
Adventist, Rhea had never been baptized because of her difficult childhood, but 
her beau's religious background did hold enough meaning for her. On July 1 1925 
(Box 1 for original letter), Fetzer wrote about this news: 'That was the proper 



thing to do and I so hope that you will not regret having done so. Sometimes I 
think one has a poor chance of gaining the next life, but if we are to ever get 
there, we will have to start, won't we? You must be a loyal little girl."

P-1 7-5-25 Rhea to JEF, re looking for a job: "... nothing has turned up yet so I 
guess I'll be forced to sign up with a teachers agency. I certainly have to have a 
position ... Miss Allen said they wanted me for church school but she told them I 
hadn't any training for that. That doesn't appeal to me at all." 


P-1 7-24-25 Rhea to JEF: "I suppose ... they'll (the Adventist Church) offer me 
some little Academy job up in the wilds of some state and try to make me think it 
is my duty to take it." (ed note: a tone of cynicism toward the Adventist Church) 


P-1 12-31-25 JEF (at E.MC.) to Rhea: "Of course it is the same old story. Brother 
Pearce has been doing his stuff again and the battle still rages (ed note: John felt 
Pearce was taking credit for his - John's - work as chief engineer). I feel that I am 
in 'no man's land' most of the time."

P-1 2/10/26 Letter from mom to JEF: "I am deeply grieved to learn of the 
situation as it really is. I don't know just why but I have felt all along that Pearce 
would do just what he is doing. ... I am truly glad and thankful that you have Rhea 
to help you. I only wish you were married - it would help you in so many ways." 


TB 11 2/10/26 Letter from mom to JEF: "I am deeply grieved to learn of the 
situation as it really is.

So 
when I got over the same area they were over, this thing went down as if it had a 
25 pound weight right on the end of it, and when I got over to the other side, it 
popped up ... And those guys looked at me and said, "My God, you're a better 
water witch than we are. You're much more sensitive to it than we are." ... They 
pounded a stake right in the middle of the area. And then they stood there with 
that single branch right over that stake ... the branch was going up and down. ... 
He did it a couple of times and then said, "What we figure out is that you will 
strike water - you will have to drill ... down through this for 200 feet." And then 
facetiously I said, "Well, how many gallons of water do you think you'll get down 
there?"

So this guy 
came in and he looked at that stake ... and he said, "This is going to be the biggest 
waste of money ... There's no way you are going to strike water. In the first place, 
nobody ever drills here because of the stone." I said, "You are authorized to drill 
to at least 200 feet." He said, "All right. It's your money and if you want to waste 
it ..." So he started in and I came on back to Michigan. I got a call ... a few weeks 
later and he said, "You know, we're down to 87 feet. We've gone through rock all 
the way and the stuff is as dry as can be. There's no way you're ever gonna find 
water. Let me pull the rig and go home and get out of this. I'm wasting your 
money." I said, "No, go right ahead." The next call I got from him, he said, "I'm 



down now to 125 feet ... not only have I struck the normal rock but I've struck 
silicone. That stuff is so doggone hard that I've broken all my drills. I've used five 
drills and have busted every last one of them - there's no way I'm gonna get 
through there. Only way I could do that is to send to California and get a bigger 
drill or a different kind or something. I just want to pull this and get out of here." I 
said, "No, you've got to stick at it." So now, we go through the long delay of going 
to California and getting a whole set of new drills. The next call I get from him - he 
calls me and starts out by saying, "I've had it.

Then you can take a crystal like this and hold it in your hand -- and it may increase 
your aura out another ten feet or so — it amplifies it just that much. That's the 

kind of thing you can do with divining rods.[Crystals] are the elements 

around which your new electronic age is built, and also the new medical things for 
the future will all come out of crystalizations. All the new innovative equipment 
that will come out will be out of that situation. ... {Kaye Averitt asked him a 
question about paying the ranch water dowsers}. "Oh, that's the part of the story 
that I forgot. Their deal to begin with was, "If we don't find any water for you, it 
won't cost you anything for your time. If you do find water, you can give us 
whatever you want." That was the deal. As I recall, I gave them around 1,000

Swierenga. Killick, and meeting John Fetzer. (put in 1978). Swierenga: I was at Western 
Michigan University at the time and after I graduated, I became involved with a group that 
was called Silva Mind Control. And I took that course and then through that I became 
involved with another one of my teachers whose name is Kenneth Killick; and I don't know 
if his name has come up. Question: Oh, yes. Swierenga: It should have come with Dean 
and Mary Hardy. Question: Several people, and Jim Keating. Swierenga: And Jim Keating, 
too. There's an article on the table about—from the Grand Rapids Press, quite frankly, that 
talks about an organization that I set up with a group of individuals that involved Kenneth. 
And there's, in fact, a picture of Kenneth on the inside of that brochure. That's really a 
reproduction of the newspaper article in the Grand Rapids Press. Question: Les Initiates. 
Swierenga: Yes. Kenneth was a very, very interesting individual, one that I could actually 
never figure out because he would always talk of things. He was a brilliant man, but he 
would talk about unseen things which he could obviously see. I don't believe that he was 
imagining it. Question: He was a psychic. Swierenga: He was a psychic. He also, I think, 
was on loan to this planet from some other planetary system, because he'd talk about his 
home frequently where he had come from and he had very good memory; and I don't think 
he was making anything up. The other thing, he did give a gift to this earth. In fact, the 
electronics that you're using and we're all aware of is a direct result of him, because he was 
the co-patent holder of the light-emitting diode. Question: Oh, really? Swierenga: That 
changed the course of the history of the world. Question: Now he was Canadian, wasn't he? 
Swierenga: Well, he was—yeah, he immigrated to Canada, but he was originally English. 

He came from the southern shores evidently of England, south England. He was kind of an 
individual that if you asked him can you do this, he'd always say, "Well, let me think about 
that for a while." And he'd call you back up and he'd figure out a way to do it. And that's 
how the light-emitting diode came into being. Somebody—and that was at the time when 
they were trying to outfit aircraft at that time with something besides tubes, especially in 
the radar section because it would be jostled so much because of everything. Question: So 
now he was affiliated with some scientific institute, wasn't he for a while? (ed note: this is a 
reference to Avro Industries, builders of the hypersonic saucer-shaped "Avro-Car.") 
Swierenga: He may have been and I'm not aware of that, but he worked for Bowmar 
Canada. That's where he was employed at that particular time. And they really—there was 
just some bad errors made on part of management, and the company actually went bust. 
But the president of that company came to him and said, do you think it would be possible 
to make a crystal glow? That was the question. And Kenneth said in his own way, "Well, 
let me think about that for a minute." And called him back in a couple of days and said, 
"Yeah, I think I can do that, but I'm going to need some laboratories to do that." The guy 
says, "Okay, come to work for me." So he took him out to a quonset hut that was full of, 
actually, trucks and so on and so forth. Kenneth says, "Where's my laboratory?" The guy 
pulls a piece of chalk out of his pocket and he draws a square rectangle on the flooring and 
he says, "Well, that's your lab." So from that Kenneth went to work and developed the 
light-emitting diode. The reason why I mention him is because he's had a tremendous 
influence. I think he had a tremendous influence on Mr. Fetzer. He certainly has had an 
influence on other individuals at the foundation, and he worked with the group and really 
taught us a lot of things that I would call the—again, I would go back and say the oneness 
of all. Question: When you say the group, what— Swierenga: Well, there was a group here 
of—Mary Hardy—Mary and Dean was involved with that, and other individuals. At that time 


because we were just starting the group, we had I would say maybe 15 or 20 individuals 
that were my age and in that age range. Question: That were like-minded. Swierenga: Like- 
minded individuals. And Kenneth at that time would come down from Canada with his wife 
and spend a weekend with us once a month or so. And, of course, we would go up to 
Canada. Question: Like a retreat where— Swierenga: Like a retreat, so on and so forth, oh 
yeah. And there was a lot of activities that went on. Of course, as you know, Kenneth was 
really the designer of the pyramid that's at Dean and Mary's. Question: He designed that. 
Swierenga: He designed it. Well, what happened is on that, and I don't know. Of course, 
you've met with the original authors of that; and I helped build that pyramid. Evidently 
Mary and Dean had a son that they wanted to help, and actually Dean talked to Kenneth 
and said, you know, "Kenneth, is there anything we can do?" And Kenneth, of course, more 
than likely in his inimitable way said, "Let me think about this for a minute." And he 
actually gave the plans to Dean to build that pyramid, and how to do it, and why, and 
everything that was involved with it. Of course, you're dealing with energies in that 
situation. Question: And this would help heal the son? Swierenga: Help heal the son, right. 
So from there things—after that pyramid was built, you know, things kind of changed 
around a little bit. I think that the group kind of broke up about the time after that pyramid 
was built for whatever reason, I don't know, became kind of an inactive group. The way 
that I met Mr. Fetzer—and that's years ago and I can't even give you the timeframe— 
Question: Probably the 1970's maybe? Swierenga: Yeah, in the 1970's, because I was— 
after I came back down here, there are a number of things—and they're still going on and 
I'm not really involved with them that much anymore—but there are a number of study 
groups along esoteric lines of one type or another. Because I was living down here in 
Kalamazoo, I would join—or I'd go to these groups and investigate this group and that 
group, so on and so forth. Well, every once in a while Mr. Fetzer would float in to one of 
these groups. And he was always very much in the background. People seemed to—well, 
they did respect him but they seemed to just let him be who he was, you know? Didn't 
make a big deal out of it. In fact, I'm sure that I attended several groups that he 
participated in—and he didn't participate on a regular basis, to the best of my knowledge at 
that time. He'd come to this group and be there, then come over to this group and be 
there, and so on and so forth. I'm sure that you recognize by now that one of the 
characteristics of Mr. Fetzer was that he was exceedingly compartmentalized. There were 
three different lives that that man had, which when I became aware of this later on was 
really fascinating to me—because his baseball life was almost totally separate from his 
business life, although they were intertwined. Question: The broadcasting. Swierenga: The 
broadcasting. And his spiritual life was totally separate from all of them. And I am almost a 
hundred percent sure that individuals in baseball never realized that he was interested in 
the spiritual aspect. Question: So you kind of established rapport with him through these 
meetings? Swierenga: Well, I really—I think that's where it started, to be honest with you, 
because I was doing later and remember I didn't—I'll bet you that in those meetings maybe 
I saw him—he'd float in—I'd see him once a year or something. I mean, I had never 
established a personal relationship with him, not at those meetings. It was very interesting. 
I was—I had my own consulting business in organizational development and I was working 
down here in Kalamazoo, working with smaller companies. And one day out of the blue I 
get a call from Carolyn Dailey ...She said Mr. Fetzer would like to have a meeting with you. 
Be available at such and such a time. I figured, well, I'd better get over there for this 
meeting, you know? Question: Yeah. Swierenga: So I came into the office. And he said 
words to the effect, well, he says, I understand you do some consulting work. I said yeah, 
that's right. He says well, he says do you understand computer? I says well, a little bit. He 
says well, I need some computers in the office downtown, and I need to know what to do— 
in so many words. Do you think you handle it? I said I'll sure, give it a try. Question: So 
this is like early 80's? Swierenga: This was early 80's, yeah. And I started—at that time the 
only ones that were working is, Chuck Spence was over there and Bruce Fetzer was over 


there. Lynn was still over at the radio station. ... One thing led to another. I became 
involved in the organization, and then eventually became the executive vice president. ... I 
honestly believed ... he simply brought me into the organization at that time as a 
consultant; and in the back of his mind he was thinking well, this is maybe somebody that I 
can use because of his background and, you know— Question: In the esoteric area? 
Swierenga: In the esoteric area would have an understanding, but also have some business 
sense about him. So I think, quite frankly, he was just watching to see if I was performing 
the way that he wanted me to perform; and it was more of a paid internship than anything 
else. ... and that happened several months later because I had been working for myself for— 
I had gone, left education, started working for myself, had done that for a number of years; 
and Mr. Fetzer came to me and said well, would you like to start working for me? ... And I 
came back in a day or so and said I thought about it, and talked it over at that time, and 
decided to start with the Foundation. And then one thing led to another. We were— 
because we were hiring staff, and you're correct—at that time Chuck was going out looking 
for projects. He was coming back to the office and talking about it. Of course, that would 
impact on some of the things that were going to go on with computers, so on and so forth. 
And then as we went down the path, obviously I became more involved with the direction of 
the Foundation and what was happening. But again, one of the things I would mention is 
that there was not a lot of discussion around the office of esoteric— Question: Wasn't there? 
Swierenga: No, not really. Question: Did you ever sit down with John like in a casual setting 
and discuss things like that? No? Swierenga: Not really. I was in on discussions when he 
and Kenneth were meeting. Question: Could I ask you now how did he get to know 
Kenneth? Through you? Swierenga: No. He—I don't know. I don't think it was through 
me. It could've been. Kenneth was an individual that met with presidents of corporations. 
In fact, one of the things that Kenneth—and I have no way of confirming this, but I'll just 
tell you how things work. If you're up in Grand Rapids and you're out on the bypass that 
goes between 131 and M-37, you'll notice that there is a pyramid-shaped building which 
was built by Steelcraft. Question: Yeah, I've seen that out there. Swierenga: Right. Isn't 
that interesting that that's a pyramid-shaped building up there? And you'd say, why is that? 
Well, Kenneth told me one time—he says yeah, you know, I was driving—I was flying home 
from—and he flew all over the world. He says, I was flying home one day and, he says I 
was sitting next to so and so of Steelcase. And he says, yeah, he says they were in process 
of thinking about building a new building. And I gave them the design, the basic design, for 
building a pyramid, and what the effects would be at the office, and so on and so forth. I'm 
sure that's a true story. Question: Yeah, that's interesting. Swierenga: But here he was. 

He had met with the vice president or president just by chance. So how he became 
acquainted with Mr. Fetzer, I do not know the specific tie-in. (ed note: it was through Jim 
Keating; so Keating and Swierenga did not know each other that well, though both were 
part of Killick's group in Allegan). Question: Could it have been through the Hardy's maybe, 
because John did go out to the— Swierenga: John did go out there and it's possible that he 
was in the pyramid and Kenneth was out there or heard about—you know, and it could've 
been that the Hardy's said that Mr. Fetzer asked who designed this and he said—I have no 
idea. I really don't know. Question: Because he became quite important to John. 
Swierenga: He was exceedingly important to John. ... Mr. Fetzer was very interested in the 
unseen world; and he always—that's what the basis of that foundation is all about. In fact, 
if you ever look at the building, there are things that are built into that building which were 
really reflective of Mr. Fetzer's belief system. Kenneth had an effect on that building in 
talking with Mr. Fetzer.

Fetzer met Kenneth that Mr. Fetzer was searching for the spiritual—what we could define as 
spirituality, what does it mean, what is it—what is the meaning of life, where are going, 
where did we come from? Fie was very interested in that. Question: Well, you know, as 
you've said, Ken Killick was an advisor to him, a psychic advisor. ...And then something 
happened. Do you know what it was? Swierenga: I really don't. I really don't. Question: 
Because all of a sudden he was out of it. Swierenga: I think that that was a time when 
Inner Light Ministries started to move in, Jim Gordon. Question: Yeah, and there was a — 
Swierenga: And to be candid with you, I think that for whatever reason and I do not know 
what happened. I have no idea, because I think Jim started to really form a different 
relationship with Mr. Fetzer than what Kenneth had. Kenneth was obvious—and you know, 
it was in some respects almost more convenient, because Kenneth was up in Ottawa. Jim 
could be down here for extended periods of time, was from the area, so on and so forth; but 
I do not know what happened. I just know that—and that is another characteristic of Mr. 
Fetzer which was always fascinating to me—is that when he was through with something, 
he was just—it was just through. Question: Yeah. Jim Gordon was more and more the 
channelings. Swierenga: Right, right. And realistically Jim Gordon and Kenneth operated a 
lot differently. Jim Gordon—...Fie is much more into channeling. Kenneth never channeled. 
Question: Okay. Well, you know, psychics don't really like other psychics. Swierenga: 

Well, you can't have two kings on the same block. Question: Right. Swierenga: And there 
might have been a bit of that. There might have been a bit of that, because certainly Jim 
did very well with Mr. Fetzer, financially and organizationally. Question: Yeah. Swierenga: 
And realistically, I don't know if Jim told you this or not, but that organization which was a 
religious—established with the IRS as a religious organization—was rolled over to Jim 
through the Foundation. Question: With funding, too. Swierenga: With funding, right, and 
I knew about that. I talked to Mr. Fetzer about it because they were going to go out and 
build another organization; and I said you don't have to build another organization. You 
already got one. (ed note: Swierenga: was the head of Les Initiates in America at the time, 
which had become a 501(c)3 nonprofit.) ... I talked to Mr. Fetzer about that and I said, we'll 
just roll it, because you're already established, you have the bylaws all set up, it's set up as 
an esoteric organization, so it's—and, of course, the IRS in the early days were more liberal, 
and they became tighter and tighter and tighter as you went down the road. Well, back in 
the 80's, I think, when that thing was rolled, things were starting to tighten up ;so it was 
just more convenient to roll that organization than it was to build a whole new one from 
scratch And at that time he didn't have a great following.

Gergely: The Monday Night Group meeting layout, Sister Liz and Silva Mind Control, Sister 
Liz's Listening Class (placed in 1981). Question: So Mike, you took Silva Mind Control? 
Mike: Yeah, yeah, we all did [the Monday Night Group]. Question: Can you talk about that, 
because we don't have anybody on record talking about when you guys all took Silva Mind 
Control. Mike: Yeah, what happened was that—I was going to say that with respect to the 
Monday night group, we had Chuck Spence and then Cleora Dailey— she was an entirely— 
she was MSIA is that it? I can't remember. Tom Beaver: Not at that point. Mike: But she 


was in a meditative type of philosophy [she was with Ken Killick's group with the Hardys, 
etc. in Allegan], and so—and Carolyn Dailey was here. We would complete Monday night 
with The Great Invocation.

It was a number of—we went through the full course ... and we also 
then participated in what was called a Listening Course that Sister Elizabeth had presented, 
took to understand how to listen and how to respond to listening. And so there were—we 
spent quite a bit of time in Nazareth College with Sister Elizabeth Reis and with John, and so 
that was part of it. Question: So was that basically mind over body, or was it using your 
mind to accomplish more of your goals? Tom: It was psychic development—Mike, you guys 
did the interior diagnosis of each other too, right, in Silva? You remember that part? Mike: 
Yeah, there was—I'm trying to think back now because it's been some time ago, but we 
were not just alone. We were in many times with a full class. Tom: I see. I was going to 
ask that too. It wasn't just you guys? You were participating in a bigger class? Mike: Oh 
no, I can remember some very dynamic experiences, quite frankly, that were there and 
there was a question of healings. There was a question of being able to interpret—I can 
very specifically remember some very interesting things that went on in that class but I 
think when it came down to it, we all began to understand, first of all, that John wanted us 
to understand was the mind is like a great computer. Everything that you learned, 
everything that you've seen, everything that you've touched, is in your mind so if you want 
to recall something, try to ask your subconscious and if you tell your subconscious, oh I 
can't remember that, you're telling your subconscious, hey, you know? So if I want to 
remember a name, I never say I can't remember a name. I know it's in my mind, and so 
it's that education and then you know how to use your mind—and then they 
electroencephalogram is how fast your electrons are moving in your mind and so the 
question was (inaudible), of course, and (inaudible) 90 seconds per cycle (inaudible) how to 
do that in terms of breathing and things like that for relaxation and meditation. So it was 
those kind of things that went on as far as that was concerned and—. Question: What was 
the Listening Class like? Nobody's every talked about that either. Can you remember 
specifics about that? Mike: Yeah, because John wanted us to know—...I shouldn't say what 
he wanted, but let me just surmise that as we were going to proceed with respect to the 
things that we were doing and John is envisioning that we were going to be doing, listening 
would be an extremely important aspect of our moving forward with respect to the mission. 
And what we meant (inaudible), what would be a class on listening? There became were 
exercises with respect to a listener and a receiver and a responder that would be the 
receiver. So, for example, if someone would be coming into work and saying—and would 
say, let's say, what he would say to an employee—just an example, someone would say, 
"I'm having a really tough day today. I'm really having a—this is going—this is very 
difficult.," And the other person would say, "You're having a rough day, I'm having a rough 
day.," And so—and it may be someone speaking to someone that they're doing some work 
for or just a discussion in the spouses. So the listening class—so we went through some 
exercises. So the first exercise was that someone would say, "Oh, this is happening and 
this is what's going on.," And the listener would say, "Oh that's—tell me more about that. 
Why is that happening?" So in other words, feedback so that the person who is speaking 


honestly can feel that the person that he's speaking not to but with is truly interested in 
what that person is saying, and feedback then draws out from that person. "You're having 
a bad day?" "Yeah, I'm having a bad day." "Hey, what's going on?" "Well, I went down to 
the shop or I did this." "What happened down there?" "Well, I did this." "Gee, that was 
rough. Is there any way you can work on that?" "Gee, I don't know." Empathy, 
understanding—the interesting thing about all of that was that there will always be a point 
in time when the person that was originally the speaker senses and will say, "I've been so 
darned much talking, how was your day today?" And then the speaker becomes the listener 
and then before you know it, they find a really good conversation and they've been able to 
accomplish something. So I don't know why John wanted us to take that class. Question: It 
was Sister Elizabeth's class, right? She put it on? Mike: Oh yes, she put it on. We had a 
number of classes that she put on. That was just one of the classes, Listening. Silva Mind 
Control. We went over to the chapel at Notre Dame—not Notre Dame, at Nazareth. We 
went to the second floor. There was, you know, a lot that went on there during the 
meditations. 


Gergely: Monday Night Group Again - early days with Jim Gordon, channeling (put in 1981). 
Question: There's a question in my mind, too, that I wanted to ask you that's in the same 
regard. When Jim Gordon would do sessions with the Monday night group, did he go into 
past lives with you guys? Mike: I'll paint a scenario, for want of a better word. After John 
asked Jim to come up for that weekend—you're all familiar with (that story)— ... Yeah, so 
after he came up, then I think it was the next occasion ... if I'm not mistaken there was a 
prayer meeting, for want of a better word, but probably a seance is a better word... 
channeling is better word ... in John's office, and so at that time there was Jim and John, 
myself, Frank Henry, Margaret Zolen. I think Mike from the health food store was there. 
Question: Mike Wunderlin? Mike: Yeah, Mike Wunderlin. I think Mike Wunderlin was there. 
Not sure who else was there at that time at that meeting. That was really the first time that 
there was really kind of an experience of Jim channeling with respect to John. And then 
thereafter—and I'm trying to think of the Monday night groups with Jim. There was really 
not much that I can recall that Jim really specifically went into. I'm trying to really think 
about this in terms of Jim, I mean, things come to my mind that when we talk about Jim 
being here, for example, when we would have dinner at Jim and Charlie's after the Monday 
night group meetings. And then one Monday Jim was with us at the dinner, and then the 
following week one of these waitresses all wanted to basically, you know, because we'd 
continue some conversations, and I guess they thought it was pretty interesting. And I 
guess there was always some of the waitresses who wanted to have our table or something 
and one of the waitresses said, and I don't know why I recall this, but I do that, "Who was 
that person that was sitting at a certain chair?" And we said, "Well why?" "Because that 
chair was still warm an hour after that person left." Jim was sitting in that chair, for 
example. So my memory with respect to Jim, as far as the Monday night group was 
concerned, was like the idea of being there at a certain time clicking that TV or when he 
came there and we'd go out. Now as far as dialog and as far as direction, there were a lot 
of channelings that were recorded, and I have not looked at those for a while, and they are 
in the book that we have that everybody has. So as far as Jim say being at a Monday night 
group and saying this is the past life experiences of the group, this is where everybody was, 
I quite frankly don't recall that. I don't recall that. Mike: There were a lot of things like that 
that occurred at that time, a ton of stuff that occurred like that. We'd start the sessions 
with the Monday night group, and Jim would say, "Well you might want to tap the television 
to looking over here." All of a sudden I would hear tick, tick, tick, tick. Question: Oh, 
really? Mike: ... That was the TV. I said, "How did you do that?" He said, "I don't know." 
Question: That wasn't turned on? Mike: That was not turned on. Tom Beaver: Mike, I've 


had those kind of experiences too—I'm pretty sure not everyone in the group heard the 
ticking like you did. Carolyn says she didn't hear it. 


Gergely: Reincarnation (put in 1981). Question: Did Jim tell you any past lives that 
you had with John? Mike: Oh, I guess there were some discussions about it but— 
Tom: It's good just for the record...To tie John to specifics about reincarnation and 
his belief in reincarnation. Mike: He (Jim) had a strong belief that we were 
together in many cases obviously so that's—I would just say that went back a long 
way. Question: And did he get that information from Jim do you think? Mike: I 
think so, probably. I think so, but he may also have had—I don't think there's any 
question that John felt very strongly that there was a strong connection between 
ail of us. Let me just put it that way. I don't mean to be evasive. Question: You 
mean ail of you in the group? Mike: Yes, I don't think—and the thing that I think 
also when we really come down to it was that John felt that there was no such 
thing as coincidence. I don't think he feels that just anybody that has associated 
with or is in his building right now, including us right here, that we're here by any 
coincidence. John's view was that people had a destiny, and it's a question of 
saying yes to that destiny and a question—and are they going to want to be on 
board, and everybody's on board in a different way. So John didn't feel that things 
happen by chance. When he meets somebody, it's not by chance. ... There's 
reasons that people meet each other and, you know, that there's a karma. There's 
no doubt about the fact. We had the Hail of Records (TJB: it was an exhibit in the 
Administration Building, of what were secretly John's past lives), we all know that 
he felt—. Question: Did he ever speak about those particular past lives in 
specifically like Jefferson or anything? Did he ever mention those to you?... Mike: 

I think he was (Joseph of) Arimathea, who was the person who took Jesus after 
being on the cross. He felt very strongly about that. But he felt strongly about 
all—he felt strongly with ail of the past lives that he had. But I think that to me 
what might be a little—in terms of telling John's story, and I just want to say this— 
and we know John had a very strong belief in reincarnation. We also know that he 
had a strong belief in those people that he had been incarnated over the years. 
Question: And before we leave reincarnation, somewhere along the line John came 
to believe that this was his last reincarnation. Did he ever talk to you about that? 
I'm wondering why he felt that. Mike: He felt that he had attempted to bring the— 
let's say the mission of the Institute— onto the planet on prior occasions and they 
were not successful, and he just said that this is going to be the final time he was 
going to try it, that this was going to be his final life. Question: Because he was 
tired or— Mike: He just said it. He just felt very strongly about the fact that he 
said this is going to be—actually the final time he's going to try this, so that he felt 
very strongly about reincarnation. He felt very strongly about who he was in the 
past. We ail respected that and believed that that's who he was, what he says he 
was. He believed that and, you know, only the Lord knows, only the other side 
knows where they'll be, that answers. Other than that, the fact is John felt very 
strongly about that and felt very strong that this was going to be the last time to 
do that with respect to the mission of the Institute. Mike: Now there was—yes, we 
were ail together in the past. I mean, there was no question that John had no 
doubt about that we were together in the past, and that was just totally what he 
believed, but where we were going in the future was going to be dependent upon 
cultivating the seeds that were being planted, and the seeds that were being 
planted were not essentially seeds of doctrine but were essentially seeds that fell 
and that would supplant the fruit of the spirit. In other words, seeds that would 
bring mankind together would be the fact that we're on the planet together, that 


there's love, understanding, compassion, forgiveness, kindness. These are the 
things that are in every single human being which are blocked out by the other 
aspects that, unfortunately, have taken over too many times in the past. 


Gergely: Universalism (put in 1981). Question: I get the feeling that he was not evangelic 
about his particular beliefs. For example, did he try to get you to believe in reincarnation? 
Mike: Never. No, no. Let's say this one—that might give some understanding on the 
question—my understanding of the question. If we talked about things of a faith, for 
example, whether the Blessed Lady has visited at Medjugorje and whether that is a reality 
or not a reality, I don't believe it's a reality, (inaudible) the cromata, the church so to 
speak, I guess, (inaudible) but let's just say thousands of thousands of thousands of people 
believe in it and so on. Now when John would talk about that he would say, "Well, why 
wouldn't she come? She's there. She wants to come. She can appear. She wants to." So 
in other words, it was not—so John has absolutely no question that the mother of Jesus is 
the Blessed Lady. If she wants to come from—if she wants to appear on the physical 
planet, she can do it any place she want to. So he would open his mind to other people's 
beliefs and (inaudible). Question: Was there anything that you witnessed that he closed his 
mind to, said, like, "That's bologna?" Mike: No, I don't know. I can't remember. Again, 
that goes to a discussion of a particular dogmatic faith situation. I mean, you know, I would 
know, let's say, based upon all of my discussions with John in all the years I've spent with 
him, that if, in fact, someone said, "This is my faith and if you don't believe the way, I 
believe you're going to go to hell," I know instinctively John would say, "Look, you can 
believe that if you want to. I'm not going to tell you not to believe that, but that's not the 
way it is." I'm sure there were not many things that would be exclusionary because John 
was not exclusionary in his whole life. John was inclusionary of the entire planet; so when 
you talk about faith and you talk about love you're including the planet. ... It's kind of hard 
to really, you know, say, —put a lot of bookmarks, for want of a better word, with respect 
to John because there really were not bookmarks with respect to John. 


Gergely: Ken Killick (put in 1981). Question: He did accept some people as being fakes, 
though, right,— in their spirituality? Mike: That's a good question. Question: Well, for 
example, I don't know if that's the right word, fake, but before Jim there was Ken Killick. 
Mike: Yeah, I met Ken. Question: You're probably the only person that can talk about Ken in 
the first person, so anything you can share about John's story with Ken Killick, just to fill 
in—you know, we're just trying to fill in the achieves. We're looking for evidence, you 
know? We're looking for stories—I mean, any specifics that you have that you can talk 
about John with Ken Killick would really be helpful. Mike: Oh, I've got to think about this. 
Question: I don't think anybody else will have stories about Killick, you know, Bruce—I think 
Killick was already gone when Bruce came in, wasn't he? I mean, Jim replaced him more or 
less, didn't he? Mike: The only thing that I can remember about it, and I think that Carolyn 
Dailey would probably know more about this than I—I just—I only met Ken on one or two 
occasions, and he would basically—I was told, and Carolyn Dailey was one that said, that 
Ken was basically the person that was advising John at that time. I can remember we went 
to lunch once at (inaudible) a restaurant and Ken was kind of there saying, "Well this is 
what we're going to do. You can kind of tell me as a counsel I would be, you know, the 
person that other attorneys would report to." And he was talking about that, and I never 
really paid much attention to it because we were just kind of—he was John's—he was kind 
of—he was advising John at the time, as I remember, and there was something about a 
baseball strike at that time that John was getting some advice for and I—boy, it was just a 
real blur in my mind about that, that (inaudible) advice, (inaudible) it was really—it 
backfired or something, I don't remember, and that was his downfall. That was his 


downfall, as I remember, but that was—I never really had any real discussion with Ken. 
Actually by the time I was there, he was just about—he just left pretty much after that, 
quite frankly, so I didn't really have any discussion as far as I can remember. 


Gergely: Atlantis (put in 1981). Question: Did he ever talk about Atlantis? Mike: 

Yes, he believed he was there. Question: Oh, he believed he was there? Mike: Yes, 
he believed that there was a machine that was supposed to help bring people 
together, and instead it was used as a power force that brought Atlantis down. So 
he believed he was there. Question: That's a good story, Mike, if you could tell us— 
we're just trying to fill in the historical archive, and it would establish that he 
believed in these ancient— Mike: He certainly believed in the ancient situation with 
respect to Atlantis. I think that, if I'm not mistaken, that Jim Gordon had talked to 
him about being there, and I think that there may be in one of the channelings 
something about that, about that specifics that are there with respect to Atlantis. 
And that there was—he was headed— and that there was, and I think this was one 
of the opportunities, one of the times that he would have thought that he was 
going to really basically bring about an organization that was going to bring a 
great peace to the world, and it went awry and Atlantis went under. Mike:... Jim 
talked about Atlantis—and we were all there at Atlantis. He's the guy that would 
deal with that. 


Gergely, A Course in Miracles (put in 1981). Mike: I am constantly amazed at the depth and 
breadth of John E. Fetzer. Reading (inaudible)— if you look at a Course in Miracles, how he 
underlined and how he looked at all the things he looked at, the books that he read, the 
people that he knew. Question: Did you do a Course in Miracles. Mike: I worked with him 
on a Course in Miracles, sure. I looked at it, but not that much. I'm not much of a reader, 
quite frankly. ... But the fact of the matter was that John would be up—and Tom can talk 
about this—but I remember he'd be up three o'clock in the morning and he'd be reading for 
two or three hours every day, and that his books were all underscored, underlined with 
notes. I asked myself, how does anybody get to be this brilliant? 


Gergely: Crystals (put in 1981). Question: What did you (the Monday Night Group) do with 
crystals, Mike? I never heard anything about that. Mike: You never heard about the 
crystals? I can't believe this. John believed very strongly in crystals. I mean, obviously 
here at the Institute we've got that magnificent big crystal. Question: The healing power of 
crystals? Mike: Yes. And, of course, the crystal skull— he believed very strongly with 
respect to that crystal skull. John believed very strongly in the power of the crystal. So in 
some way shape or form— and I'd have to think about this—I ended up with a fairly nice 
crystal that John gave me. I think he gave me the crystal. There are crystals—let me put it 
that way, and when we were at the Comerica Bank building, John said, "Let me show you 
how this crystal works." I said, "Okay, but how is this going to work?" This was in our 
Monday night group... so we got our crystals and John says, "Well I'll show you how this 
works." I said, "Okay, how does this work?" "Well, get a couple of hangers." So we go in 
the closet, we take two hangers, and he said now, "Okay, stretch the hangers out straight, 
and now one end turn the handle up and on the other end turn the handle down." Okay, so 
it's like you're holding onto this hanger with that going out, but it's got like a beacon up and 
one in each hand.

AAM-Svmbol: The symbol that Jim Gordon would see inwardly when the Archangel 

Michael (AAM) would appear to him, was sketched by Jim on the cover of the 





















APRA materials which had been presented to him by Michael ("AAM"). A copy of 

this sketch appears here (above, with various parts numbered—the numbered- 

explanations are detailed in this memo). These AMPRA materials were given by 

Jim to Mike Gerqelv who casually passed them along to John Fetzer. When John 

saw the cover he recognized the symbol (which I refer to as "The Symbol") on the 

cover—according to Gerqelv, John exclaimed, "I've been looking for this all mv 

life!"— and demanded to meet with Jim Gordon. And so soon after came the first 

meeting of John Fetzer and Jim Gordon. ... ... ... John had been a Freemason since 

1934, and had in fact attained the Masonic pinnacle of the 33rd Degree in 1969. It 

is well known that the Masonic tradition includes a substantial emphasis on 

metaphysical symbols. So the question arises: did The Symbol that was on the 

cover of the AMPRA materials approximate a Masonic symbol? ... A Caduceus (the 

basis of the Symbol of the Archangel Michael ( AAM) is at the top of the staff 

carried by the Masonic Order's "Senior Deacon" of the Temple as he leads the 

initiates around during the 3rd Degree Masonic Initiation— an initiation (to 

become a "Master Mason") that John would have gone through. From what I 

understand, at one point the initiate may be on his knees staring right at the 

Caduceus in front of his face. So John had definitely seen the Caduceus in his 

Masonic endeavors. ... Thus it is quite possible that, when John Fetzer saw The 

Symbol that had been passed along to him by Jim Gordon, John was familiar with 

its 'look' from his background in the Masonic Lodge. 


B-Fetzer 10-18-11. (re: JG-chan 8/26/811 (p. 81 Tom: ... this AMPRA material is 

what switched John from a more generalized support of parapsychology into a 

mind-bodv-health focus with a clinic, with education, and with a research 
component where these pieces of equipment were promised to be invented by the 

people doing research. Bruce: what I would say to your question about Jim's 

influence on John is that John took these materials to be quite literally true. I 

mean, he really felt that this made a lot of sense to him. It explained his intuition 

and his feelings.

So that's what I 

think of as the value of these channelings is because there's some fundamental 

statements about John's long-term vision for this, not that the organization 

always has to have an in-house lab, but that it's a tool to accomplish the higher 

purpose, fp. 121 Bruce: Uh-hmm. One thing I'd just sav—one other thing about 

this one is it says conversation with Jim Gordon. To me it was materially different 

to be in conversation with Jim as to be in a—instead of being in a channeling. And 

so we don't know. That's a key piece of information that savs conversation. Bruce: 

And the reason why it's important to state that is that the channelings had a 






















































different character and energy to them than conversations did. Conversations 

were interactive. The channelings were more in a lesson format and connected 

definitely, first and foremost, to higher purpose, so they were inspirational. There 

was something that happened there that was different than the conversations. I 

was in a lot of conversations with Jim. So let's go on. (p. 10) Larry: Well, it could 

be but I'm going to mention one other thing. If you remember from the transcript 

of Dr. Richard Williams, John, according to him, was all set to fund a big bunch of 

property he was going to buy to establish an institute where he would be a 

director of it. Bruce: He had another false start, too. He had a lecture series at 

Kalamazoo College that even preceded that, but what happened actually after that 

meeting, Larry, as a stat, John ended up setting up a holistic health institute at 

Boroess Hospital. Bruce: It's important to cite those two examples, K College and 

then Borgess Hospital, because that plays into John's reticence to affiliate with 

institutions.

And so you'll see that as a 

theme in all of these channelings as: just go and do it yourself, do it— 


Dailey, 3-21-81, p. 12: The Monday night group was a spiritual support group for John 
Fetzer where he could explore spiritual issues in a confidential way with people who loved 
him and respected him and would keep their mouth shut. ... Jim (Gordon) was a major part 
of the group, whether he was here in person or on the phone, because he would open the 
group with a meditation. ... Fie did a meditation, and there would be a silent meditation at 
the beginning. I mean, so the—and a lot of times he'd do a guided meditation, so he'd take 
us into a different realm through his guidance. ... I'm not sure on the Monday night groups 
that he did channelings, but maybe he did. (ed note: they would often discuss 
transcriptions of Jim's channelings to John, channelings which pertained to the group). 


Dailey, 3-21-81, p. 31: "...he (John) believed—he had believed that he and I had 
been in a previous life together." (ed note: Carolyn is being circumspect here - 
there were several lives) ... Louis the XIV, and he said I was involved in that 
experience, and that was what was playing out in our relationship; so it got pretty 
tangled up and messy for a while. ... I was one of his mistresses." Question: What 
about John as St. John of the Cross and you as— C-Dailey "Teresa of Avila. ... And 
Sister Liz was supposed to have been in that lifetime, too. That's why her and I 
connected so..." 


Dailey, 3-21-81, p. 18: Question: Did he ever talk about Atlantis? C-Dailey "Oh, 
yeah ... Yeah, and he even talked about Lemuria as well."

Well, let's ask the universe a 
question." And so I could just see him pulling his pendulum out and saving "What question 
do you have?" And so he would have me hooked at that point. ... Well, he would hold the 
pendulum in his fingers—and basically it was a crystal at the bottom of a metal chain—and 
he would hold this pendulum and ask a yes or no question. And if the answer was yes, it 
would move up and down. If it was no, it would move back and forth. It would go from left 
to right if it was no. It would go up and down if it was yes. ... I told John, "Well, you're just 
moving your fingers and that small deflection is actually causing the pendulum to start 
swinging."

Question: The Monday night group was meeting before Jim Gordon came 
around, isn't that right? CD: I'm not remembering how things progressed. I don't think 
so. I don't remember. I don't remember that. CD: No, I don't remember that. No, there 
wouldn't have been. John had a very clear focus of us doing the Course in 
Miracles. Question: That's what you were primary doing? CD: So we would do—John, as I 
remember ... there would be like a calling in the light, or I think we did the point of light 
from the heart of God. I don't remember. There was some kind of prayer that a lot of 
groups were doing at that time. We did, as I'm remembering now, we did that type of thing 
to start. And then there would be a reading of something in the Course of Miracles, and 
then we would participate in discussing that. And then usually then it would go off into 
another thing. We'd be talking about the vision of the health foundation, what people 
visionized. John would say, maybe other people would add, and then Jim Gordon was 
consulted on what he saw. And a lot of times it ended—it would also involve Jim doing, like, 
kind've channelings. Question: He would be there at the meetings? CD: Yeah. Although 
there were times Jim, because he lived in Austin, Texas, would not be there 
visiting. Question: I understand sometimes he would be consulted long distance? ... Jim 
would be quite gifted. I mean, there were times that he would knock on the ceiling and I 
knew he was around, but that was just astral stuff. It wasn't anything. But he would do 
the readings. I remember once, my favorite was when Quan Yin came through and Jim had 
his eyes closed, but I could see her eyes open here. Question: Oh, really? CD: And I could 
see her mouth. Question: And then you would—did you go to Chicken Charlie's 
afterwards? CD: Yeah, I guess we did. I forgot about that. We'd go to Chicken Charlie's 
quite a bit. Question: So how long did that continue? CD: Oh gosh, I don't know. Let me 
see. I don't know, '81. I was separated from my husband by '82, and Jim and I became 
very good friends and still are. I have no idea. Let me see. Then I met John Roger in '84, 
so I suppose those group meetings continued until the Fetzer Foundation was actually in 
process and starting to be built. You know, Chuck and I were separated and he was 
interested in somebody else, Nancy Meisterheimer, last name was, and she did aura 
balances for Rhea Fetzer. But yeah, we were all still part of the group. 


Daily (put in 1981) - Monday Night Group and Sister Liz's classes. Question: Did you ever 
do any of these seminars with Sister Liz out at Nazareth that they had? CD: Well, we did a 
workshop on communications, as I'm remembering, or listening, listening. Question: 

Silva. CD: Oh, the Silva Mind Control, sure. I had done that earlier, so I don't know if I did 
it again with them. I might have. I might have sat in on it. I know Roy Orbison, I think 
Mike Gergely brought Roy in at one point, and Roy to meet John and to look at the Course 
of Miracles and all that, so I remember all this gathering with Roy. That was kind of a kick, 
you know? ...and we did a Course in Miracles class or we did something with Liz. Maybe it 
was the Sylva Mind Control. I don't know. 


Daily (put in 1981) - Monday Night Group and Course in Miracles. Question: Did you do a 
lot with the Course in Miracles with the Monday night group? CD: Yeah. Well, every Monday 
night we would do the—we would read The Course and then— ... Question: How did you 
react to the Course in Miracles yourself? CD: Well, I liked it. I liked the study of it. In fact, 

I used a lot of its forgiveness concepts during the time of my divorce, so it was very helpful 
for me. 


Daily (put in 1981) - astrology. Question: I'm getting the sense—I may be wrong—that 
you're not particularly interested in some of this paranormal material. CD: I was an avid 
astrologer back then...Question: Did you talk to John about astrology? CD: I did his chart in 
fact. I still have it. 


Daily (put in 1981) - Reincarnation and the mission; aura healing machine. 
Question: John felt that he had been reincarnated many times. CD: Yes, I know ail 
that. Question: And the same group of people had been reincarnated with him. CD: 
Yes. Question: I don't know if he ever thought that you were one of those 
people? CD: Oh, yeah. Question: Did he? CD: Well, we all—I mean, that was part 
of the fun of it all, is we would have kind of like past-life chit-chats. So I would go 
over to John's house with a bottle of wine and we would just laugh and talk about 
ail the different lifetimes and have a good time with it. Question: Did you believe 
that? CD: Yeah, I did. Question: That you were in John's past lives? CD: Oh, 
yeah. Question: But then he felt that this life that he was living was his last 
reincarnation. CD: Yeah. Question: And that he had to get it right this time. ...CD: 
Oh, well the Foundation, as I understood it—John didn't have any children and the 
Foundation was his legacy. That's what he wanted to give to the world. And my 
understanding of it from John is that his vision was he wanted: one, he wanted to 
bridge what traditional medicine was doing with holistic medicine, and at that 
time there was a big separation between the two. He wanted to bridge those 
more together, so he wanted to do physical research and the more— ...John had 
told me during—at that he wanted to develop a machine that would balance the 
aura. And I said, "Weil, why would you want to do that when we can just balance 
the aura, you know, by crystals and by the light of the holy spirit?" He said, "Well, 
a lot of people are so mental they don't believe that, and they may believe in a 
machine." So he said—I said, " Well, would it be the machine, John, or would it be 
the person operating the machine?" Or would—I mean—he says he just wanted to 
have something to—he wanted to support people to—he thought he could do the 
reverse. Instead of becoming aware, he wanted to have the aura balanced so that 
that would help people become aware. I think that was his vision. That's closer 
to what—and I'm not using it in the words, I don't think, that he had, but that was 
the way I caught it and understood it inside of me. 


Daily (put in 1981) - Reincarnation and Atlantis. Question: I'd like to just get back 
to this reincarnation with a group of people. Can you remember any particulars 
about that? ...Did he talk about Atlantis? CD: Yeah, we had definitely—that I can 
almost feel, yeah. Definitely it seems like the whole thing was kind of Atiantian 
and trying to maybe make amends for whatever. 


Daily (put in 1981J -The Pendulum. Question: Did he ever bring that little pendulum out in 

your presence? CD: Oh yeah. Question: The crystals, too? CD: Yeah, I mean all that stuff, 

yeah. In fact, I think he had some very unusual crystals, now I'm remembering, at the 

Fetzer Foundation, some absolutely gorgeous unusual crystals there. 


Flarring: Ruth Flarring (disciple of Nathji) interview w/Massie, 7-25-11 






Harring (put in 1981): Question: Is there a name for [Nathji's] particular type of 
meditation? Ruth: Well, he was a Nath Yogi and he came from the lineage of Gorakhnath. 
Now that's a very mystic lineage. It's in the northern Himalayas. They're the originators of 
Hatha yoga, okay? They're full of what they call Siddhis, and that means they're miracle 
workers essentially. They have this uncanny ability—well, not only just this vision to see 
the total person past, present, future. But they can intervene in that. Question: Did he 
have a relationship with John Fetzer? Ruth: He did. He—Fetzer came to meet him. Now I 
wouldn't say it was a long relationship, but was a meaningful one. Also, Margaret Zolen, 
and I think it was Frank was her husband? (Ed note: according to Bruce Fetzer's 6-7-11 
interview, Bruce was there as well: "John and I were there when we saw—when we went to 
Nathji, who was an Indian master, with Frank and Margaret" ... Margaret had an out of body 
experience during the meeting.) ... Now we didn't sit in on the meeting. But we also went 
to Margaret Zolen's house for another tea, or something like that, on at least one or two 
occasions. And I can't say if he met Fetzer more—we also went to the Fetzer Center (Ed 
note: The Fetzer Institute). ...So the conversation was private, but I can remember that 
Nathji felt a kind of empathy with him because he said he was looking for a miracle, looking 
for a miracle. I think John Fetzer was trying to help his wife. If I'm not mistaken, she had 
what we know as Alzheimer's now, and at that time they didn't know what it was about. 

And it was my understanding that that's how he got into this energy medicine—was that he 
was searching for some way to help her in a sense. ... Well, I know that John came to visit 
him. 


JGordon. Meeting John (put in 1981). Question: Now when did you first meet 
John? Jim: It was in 1979, 1980. Mike Wunderlin and I met at a conference at—oh, 
it was up in Indiana, Pokagon. Pokagon, that was it. And he invited me after the 
conference to come back up to where he lived in Kalamazoo and to do some 
appointments up there and meet people. So I came back up in November. That 
was probably June or July of '79 ... and so I went back up in November and did 
some appointments, and I don't know if that's the right schedule now. It may 
have been in September. ... And I met with Mike Wunderlin, stayed at their home. 
And he had friends come in and I introduced to them about the spiritual pathways 
that I talk about and everything. And so one was Mike Gergely who was doing 
some legal work for Mike Wunderlin at the time. ... And so that's where I met Mike 
Gergely. And then in our talk I got to talking to him about different things, about 
spirit which he got very interested in but a little bit confused about what I was 
sharing. Question: ... if I understand it right, you had a packet ... With an 
illustration on the cover that you had developed years before for AMPRO, is that 
it? Or AMPRA? Jim: AMPRA.... Actually I was rushing to pack. I thought I was 
supposed to leave that day when I was packing and so I was rushing, and I just 
grabbed this packet that was from AMPRA's material from the 60's. And I don't 
know why I grabbed it, just did, and I packed it. And when I got up to Michigan or 
Indiana actually at the time—no, it was Michigan at that time, I thought what do I 
have this for? And so then when I was talking to Mike, I realized that what I was 
talking to him about was exactly what I had done with AMPRA; and then I 
remembered that I had the packet. Question: Well, was he talking about the 
Foundation? Jim: Right, well, he didn't talk about it. What happened was I was 
telling him, from what I was picking up on, about something that he was working 
on, and nobody was supposed to know about it. It was a top secret thing. Only he 
and his secretary and one other person knew about it, which was John. And so he 
was really upset and kind of saying, who have you been talking to? How do you 
know this? And so I tried to explain it to him, and he was a little confused about 
it. So I went and I got the packet and I showed it to him and I said, "This is what 


you're looking for." And he goes, "How do you know? I mean, how do you know 
what I'm looking for?" I said, "Take this to whoever it is that you're working with 
and just show it to him and see if it means anything. And if it doesn't, then just 
send it back to me." So he took it to John a few days later, and when John saw 
the emblem he said, "Oh, my God, this is what I've been dreaming about for years. 
Where did you get this?" Question: Now why would that emblem make him say 
that? Jim: It's the—when I was young, when I was 18 and 17 and 18 years old, the 
Archangel Michael—this is my spiritual work—used to come in and give me 
information about different things to do. And he gave me this packet of material 
that I wrote out and that was going to become—it became AMPRA, the American 
Medical and Psychic Research Association, very quickly, which was just surprising 
to me. And so whenever he would come in, there would always be this emblem or 
symbol before he came in....And so I had drawn that out just because I liked it. 

And so I put that on the top of my AMPRA papers. And so when John saw that, he 
immediately recognized it from something he had in dreams. Question: Oh, see 
now, that's something that we haven't quite nailed down—whether or not he was 
interested or knew about the Archangel Michael before this. Jim: He—he wasn't so 
interested in Michael. He was interested in this emblem that he kept seeing all the 
time ... in his dreams, but he didn't know what to do with it. He said he saw it on 
shields, he saw it on paper, he saw it on a medallion kind of thing on a wall one 
time in a dream, but he didn't know what to do with it. And so when he saw that 
drawn out he said, "Get this guy back up here. We've got to talk." Question: He 
still didn't connect it with the Archangel Michael? Jim: No, he had no idea what it 
was for. Question: Okay. And so then you went and met him. What happened at 
that meeting? Jim: Well, at that time I began to explain to him a little bit about 
how I got the material, about the Archangel Michael and the symbol and its 
connection, and we just began to talk about both AMPRA and its purpose and 
mission and how it succeeded but also failed. And then we started talking about 
his own spiritual quest and his interests. Question: Okay, and so did he go into the 
whole—all the different things he'd been, you know, experimenting with? Jim: He 
went into a lot. You know, he shared with me that he would go to Camp 
Chesterfield and work with mediums and get psychic readings; and he showed me, 
he pulled out a couple of portraits of pastels of some artist had drawn of his 
guides ... so he showed me that. And then he talked about a Course in Miracles 
and the work he did with them. And so we talked back and forth. And he brought 
up the book Urantia, so I talked to him on that and shared with him what I knew 
of it. And so we had a very deep, good discussion. Question: How do you feel 
about Urantia, the Urantia book? ... he had read it and was he in favor of it? Jim: 
Yeah, oh yeah. He was very engrossed with it. I mean he's the only person I met 
that really read it from cover to cover. Question: Of course, a Course in Miracles is 
like that, too. That's pretty complicated. Jim: Yeah, it kind of loops all over the 
place. It's hard to follow sometimes. Question: Yeah. And so you established 
rapport with John at that meeting. 


JGordon. The Monday Night Group (put in 1981). Question: ... were you the one 
that suggested that he do that Monday night group? Jim: Right. See I felt he was 
very alone in his spiritual quest and I said, "You know, John"—see I've always had 
groups of some kind everywhere I go, and so I told him how I would put a group 
together and we'd meet once a week on an evening, and I laid out a format and he 
really liked that. So he called some people together that he—they were different

Seel 
had my own experiences when I was a child and I actually explained to him the 
energy source that I—I had been on several different crafts if you want to call 
them that. So I shared with him the energy source of two that I understood 
because they explained them to me. And so I tried to explain it to him the best I 
could. And then he got Hal Putoff, who's a scientist, a physicist here, who talked 
to him about it and Hal said, "Well, that's what we're now finding to be zero point 
energy, "and so I ended up talking to Hal about it because he was very interested 
in what I was talking about. (Ed note: Hal actually met Jim and had this 
discussion after John Fetzer died) 


JGordon. Dowsing and Ley Lines (put in 1981). Question: Next topic—Dowsing. Jim: He 
dowsed. He showed me how to do it. He showed me how he did it, and, from what I 
understand, he dowsed the property in Arizona and found a huge amount of water. And 
also, yeah, he loved dowsing. Question: And the ley lines out there at the Foundation, 
somebody dowsed those I guess. Jim: Joey Jochmans did that. And yeah, I used to also 
take a group to England and we'd do the ley lines in Glastonbury at the tour, and then we'd 
go to Stonehenge and I could get special permission and take a group in there in the 
evening, after everything closed, and we could dowse and do all kinds of stuff. Question: 
Did you find the ley lines there? Jim: Oh yeah, oh yeah. There's some big, apparently very 
big ley lines because boy, the energy is strong. Question: And evidently somebody did a 
map of them out at the Foundation property. Jim: Yeah, that was Joey Jochmans. 


JGordon. The energy of Kalamazoo (put in 1981). Question: You think Kalamazoo is special, 
too? ... A vortex maybe. Jim: Yeah, the vortex isn't Kalamazoo. It's Three Rivers—anywhere 
where three rivers meet, it's got a very high energy to it. Question: Oh, okay. Jim: It's more 
spiritually focused inward and upward and it's just a very high energy focus. On the inner 
levels, there are several places where three rivers of energy meet and they're doorways into 
the next level. Question: Oh. Jim: And so that's what it is. It's Three Rivers. Question: Oh 
okay. Is that why those abbeys are all clustered around there? Jim: Right, that's what it is. 
... I'd never found Kalamazoo to be special; but when I was taken out to Three Rivers one 
time, just because they knew somebody, we were going to go for dinner, we went out 
there. All of a sudden that's where I realized the energy was at. 


JGordon. His gifts and past lives, (put in 1981). Question: You—it must be really 
different for you to walk around and have ail these sensations. Question: Why do 
you think this developed in you? Jim: I was just born with it. And I think it's 
something I just brought in from another lifetime. And so I've done this kind of 
work in other lifetimes as well and was just meant to do it in this lifetime as well. 
Question: Do you remember those other lifetimes? Jim: Yeah, very dearly. 
Question: But did they gradually come to you or— Jim: Some gradually, some I 
knew pretty much from five, six, seven years old. But I didn't know that they 
were past lives and I couldn't get—I couldn't quite understand myself, but I kept 
saying well, back when I was older or back when I was taller, you know, that's 
how I would talk about it. 


JGordon. The Admin Building and Pyramids (put in 1981, 1987). Question: Okay, 
pyramids. Did you ever meet those people on Dumont Lake near Allegan, the 
Hardys? Jim: Oh yes, yes I did. Question: John went out there several times and 
we interviewed them. So did he talk about pyramid power? Jim: Yeah, well 
actually the Institute is built based on the pyramids of Giza. I took photographs of 
the pyramids for him and, you know, wrote down the materials. He wanted to 
know the materials that were in each of the pyramids. So I got entry into the first 
two, and then the great pyramid, and at the time they really weren't letting people 
into the first two pyramids. They were closed, but I got special permission. I 
met—through—oh, my God, what was his name? (ed note: Zahi Hawass). 

Question: And I guess Vincent somehow acquired a piece of material and 
incorporated it into his hologram.Jim: Yeah, he did. 


JGordon. John's inner voice (put in 1981). Question: I'm struggling in my own mind trying 
to come up with different words for what John was feeling when he was judging people and, 
you know, I think he called it an inner voice ... he trusted that when he was doing his 
business. Jim: Very much. Question: But he didn't trust that inner voice when he was—as 
far as spiritual things. Jim: Right—you know I kept telling him from the very first day I met 
him, I kept telling him that he knows more spiritually than he gives himself credit for. And 
that he just needs to stop doubting himself, and then he could really be in that space 
himself. But he just never could. He always had this self-doubt when it came to spirit; and 
it was a sense of unworthiness. 


JGordon. Reading auras (put in 1981). Question: Well, is it true that you can detect an aura 
around people? Jim: Oh yeah, yeah. That's the first thing I talked to my mom about when I 
was five. Question: You saw people with different—are they different colors? Jim: All the 
time. It's moving all the time. Question: No, I mean— Jim: Oh, there's a basic birth color, a 
birth color that a person's born on and that's sort of the foundation of the aura, but then 
your thoughts, your feelings, all of that it's energy always in motion and that's a frequency 
up, down, happy, sad, and they all radiate a color. Question: And sickness can be detected? 
Jim: Oh yeah, cancers. That's how I knew I had cancer before the doctor could even find it. 


JGordon. Dreams. (Put in 1981). Question: Yeah, he did that with a number of things to 
different people and I'm wondering what—he told Judy Skutch Whitson that he wished he 
could have some dreams. Jim: Yeah, and then he has dreams all the time. It's just 
something about him that he just didn't allow himself to give himself the credit. Question: 
No, and he was having them and I guess ... well, did he talk to you about his dreams? Jim: 
Yeah well, I would interpret them all the time. We'd talk almost every day. He had a lot of 
dreams. He really trained himself. He'd have two, three, four dreams a night. Question: 
And he kept a journal probably to write them. Jim: Yeah. 


JGordon. Telekinesis (put in 1981). Jim: He believed that you could talk to objects and 
empower it with energy or move them or whatever. Question: This is John? Jim: He really 
believed in mind control. He believed in that whole positive thought. 


JGordon. Ken Killick (put in 1981). Question: And then there was someone just prior to you 
that didn't work out with him, Ken Killick. Jim: Right. Question: Did he ever talk to you— 
there's several different versions of why he dismissed Ken. Jim: Ken, he liked him a lot but 
then all of a sudden he felt like Ken was inquiring too much about him and his money and 
trying to say well, let me move in. I'll take care of you and all this and so there was just— 
John was very concerned. ...I do know that on that level he was very concerned that he was 
trying to move in or take over John's life. ... From what I understood, John said Ken was 
telling him you shouldn't drive. Let me drive for you. That type of thing. 


JG-chan 12-20-81 Jim channeling to the Monday Night Group: John, Margaret 

Zolan and Frank Henry (Margaret's husband!, Lvnn Dailey, Mike Gerqelv, 

maybe Chuck Spence, Cleora Daily (married to Chuck at the timeJ ... with Jim 

doing a long **channelinq to the group** of Jesus, St. Germaine, Zoser. Each of 

the Monday Night Group is given 'props' in the channeling. P. 1 Misted as P. Ill 

Jesus: "Beloved brethren - it has been many years since we have gathered 

together such as this ... It has been many lifetimes since we talked ... For the 

purpose that you have joined together again as a group ... as one ... is of great 










importance to humanity as a whole.The last time we communicated with you 

was some 2,000 years ago..." P. 1 Misted as P. 11), par 3. 2,000 years ago we gave 

you a command to go forth and teach the spirit of God. P. 3 (listed as P. 13), par 3. 

St. Germaine P. 4 (listed as P. 141, par 2. This is why the Foundation must reach a 

point in which it can aid man's qrowth...throuqh working with certain vibrations 

and sounds, working with machinery that can change and alter the vibrational 

patterns of the aura and the chakras ... color and sound to bring about balance 

within mankind ...P. 4 Misted as P. 14), par 3. "John Fetzer is the driving force - 

the motivation upon which the Foundation is to be laid. P. 5 (listed as P. 151, par 

2. With Mike Gerqelv ...His role too will be as an overseer ... - just as Chuck will be 

working with this as well — Mike's and Chuck's energies together will keep the 

gears in flow... it will also be Mike's duties to communicate to many on the 

outside." P. 5 (listed as P. 15), par 3. For Margaret, her energies will be one that 

will draw unto this Foundation many other like souls who are medically inclined 

and vet spiritually aware as well..." P. 6 (listed as P. 161, par 3. Zoser: "I learned 

my healing from Christ within ... P. 7 (listed as P. 17), par 4. I worked with 

Margaret at a time in Egypt so many years ago ... We worked as healers in a 

temple there.Cleora is another whom I shall raise this healing energy within. 

P. 7 Misted as P. 17), par 5. My name is Zoser and I work with you daily now." 


B-Fetzer 10-18-11 (re: JG-chan 12-20-811 (p. 471 Bruce: Well, he (Mike Geroelvl 

still references that, so even last week he referenced it. Yeah, he is very mindful, 

but that's consistent with his approach to life, too. He's good at it. (p. 481 Tom: So 

this is important because, wow, does it ever raise the importance of the Monday 

night group to John and for the mission. Bruce: Yeah, and it's referenced more 

than this, too. I mean, the Monday night group is referenced often. So what it's 

about is holding the Light, and you'll see that is a theme later on in the 
channelings—holding the Light. And in the Christian sense there's a scripture says 

where two or more are gathered in mv name, there too will I be. And so it's about 

intention and coming together as a group.

We looked at—we funded—one of our first major projects 

was the ARE clinic in Phoenix with Gladys and Bill McGarev: and that was a clinic 

that was looking at Edgar Casey's channelings and as treatment protocol, and they 

were looking at all kinds of things, light therapy, therapeutic touch, all kinds of 

spiritual interventions as well as traditional medical model: and we were funding 

that to do research. Here again is an example where an inspiration in the 

channeling was tried to be put into practice. In reality, that money was wasted 

because it didn't follow tight enough scientific protocols to actually ever prove 

anything; and so a lesson for historians in the future is that it's extremely difficult 

to take channelings literally and to literally translate those into programs. You 

have to use the channelings, I think, in the wav—or inner practice in the wav—that 

it creates insight that inspires a wav forward, but that means that you don't let go 

of what you already know. This is kind of another interesting lesson is that in 

some respects, it almost looks reckless because John was charging hard.

It was a tape recorder and he had a little booklet of 
what the man said and we followed the tape recorder and the booklet, and George 
gave us the history of the man's life before he died and one of the things that 
George said—and he had newspaper articles that he put on big spreadsheets and 
put them around the room within Skyrise, and he showed how people would 
receive what George brought to the towns ... Question: Fetzer funded one of their 
early funding projects—but then they decided that you needed a psychic to 
operate the apparatus.

P. 13-15 (I 
made a copy of this) Influenza - John gives NO "Give life to God" statement whatsoever. 
"When I was in high school, I played on the basketball team. I had a heart problem and 
they didn't know what the problem was except that I had been through the flu epidemic in 
1918 and they were dying everywhere. Our family doctor in Lafayette had about 100 
patients and they were all dying because it was the first time that they had ever had an 
epidemic and didn't really know how to handle it. As a result of the influenza, my heart was 
barely moving, and the doctor came to see me and said that there was no way I could live - 
- that I would die before morning. He went out the door, and came back and said, "By the 
way, if you've got any whisky in the house, get a medicine dropper and give him 15 drops 
in a half glass of warm water every hour all night long. If he's alive in the morning I'll 
consent to come back and take another look at him." Mr step-father Irve overheard this and 
he had a bottle of corn whisky that he had hid — he didn't want mother to know because 
she was a teetotaler and wouldn't have any liquor in the house. So Irve went and got the 
bottle and gave it to Hattie, and Hattie stayed up all night and followed the doctor's 
instructions. And by morning my pulse was back up to 60 a minute, so they called the 
doctor and said, "He's still alive." And the doctor said, "He can't be. There's not way he 
could be alive." Then they told him what had happened. SO he came to check me out, and 
he was amazed. I supposed that was the forerunner of saving some other lives because 
apparently that was what was needed to the influenza. The sequel to that was mother took 
me to a heart specialist, and this doctor had just been east to Harvard, to a medical clinic. 
He had been studying heart cases where growing boys grew so fast that they outgrew their 
heart, and they had to nurse them align until their heart could catch up to have the strength 
to feed their larger body. So that was his theory about my situation, because U was such a 
big kid. At the end of none months, me heart was normal, but that stopped my athletic 
career in its tracks.

It cleared up an awful lot of karma and I feel better about her, in spite of the fact 
that she has all these disabilities. I feel much better about her now than ever any 
time in our previous lives. Lynn: Were you together before? John: Yes, we were 
together before. Associated numerable times before. When you understand the 
principles of reincarnation, all your groupies come back They all find each other. 
In life after life. They all come back about the same time, fulfill different 
capacities each time they come back. So it is with her, just as it is with Lynn, just 
as it is with you, just as it is with innumerable people that are around me. They've 
all been associated before. Lynn: What was Rhea like as a young woman? John: 
She was very ambitious. Had a very fine intellectual capacity. She spoke beautiful 
French and taught Latin and taught English. She, being a Gemini—Gemini's are 
exceedingly ambitious. They always—are always on the move. They don't know 

the meaning of relaxation actually.Lynn: What about social activities? 

John: Yes, they work their social activities overtime.Gemini's love people. 

Have to be with people all the time. They are never happier than when they are 
with people. Very unhappy when they are not. I think that's one of the reasons 
why Rhea is relatively happier because she's always got a nurse with her. She's 
always got somebody with her. She's surrounded by noise and confusion, which 
has always been a part of her all her life. Of course, we've traveled all over the 
world together. We've got 75 or 80 parasol trays—our rural travels. I think I've 
been showing them to her a few at a time. Just to try to keep her occupied and 
trying to stimulate her recall as much as possible. We're down to—I think we've 
only three that we haven't completed of all our travels. And of course, she turns 
up in practically every tray I pull out and run. Of course, I was doing all the 
picture taking. I'm very seldom seen around. She's in everything. Lynn: Well, I 
saw some to be that—that we went through that you were in some, so she must 
have taken them of you. You were a young man and she was quite young, so must 
have been in the '30's probably. John: Rhea as a young woman was a beautiful 
woman. Lynn: Oh, she was. John: She was actually stunning. Lynn: And she didn't 
know it, did she? That was part of the charm. John: She didn't know it. She's 
always been a little girl. She doesn't know the meaning of the word diplomacy. 




Tell it as it is. Sometime it can be exceedingly blunt. People that wouldn't know 
her would be offended probably from time to time. But those that really know her 
always love her. As far as her contributions in my life, the greatest thing that she 
has contributed to me, to our whole lifetime, is her explicit confidence because she 
never once at any time ever, ever doubted me in any sense of the word. It didn't 
make any difference what the troubles were, what the problems were. Oh, there's 
no way, there's no way that you can't figure out what to do. You? Why, of course, 
you know the answers to everything. There's no way that you can fail. That's a 
terrific asset to a man that has—to a self-made man. It's a terrific asset. Kaye: 
Your mother mentioned that in one of the letters. Your mother must have liked 
her, you think? John: Yes I think my mother liked Rhea. I think my mother was 
disappointed somewhat in our family relationships because there were situations 
that resulted. Made mother feel a little inferior. But by and large, I mean the 

plusses—I think the plusses offset largely the negative things that happened. 

There are other things in the Yeager family itself, Rhea's family, which was tough 
on Rhea. Her parents didn't get along well. As a matter of fact, they should have 
divorced. They didn't. They stuck it out on account of kids, but I don't think they 
made the kids' life any happier. I think Rhea was very intimidated as a youngster 
because the fussing the feuding of the father and mother. She could have been 
the subject of a psychiatric situation because of that awful conflict that was in her 
family. I think she was glad to enter into her married life because it did afford her 
a chance to escape home. So those are some of the things that gives the 
background on that. Kaye: What is it that occurred that (inaudible) Paul? Lynn: 
Paul Lamat. John: Paul Lamat? He was a senior in medical college. He ended up 
married as a senior and had his daughter, Sophia, and he suddenly died while he 
was a senior in medical college and Sophia was only a year and a half old. Shortly 
after his death, Sophia became very ill and the illness followed her her entire life. 

She became a basket case.John: He died in medical school. Very sad case. 

I'm not sure that I know the truth about it. I have suppositions about it, but I'm 
not sure that I know the whole truth about it. His death might not have been from 
natural causes. I can't be sure of what the story really is. He might have—he was 
very worried about his schoolwork. I think he was—for the most part both of 
those fellows were good medical students. I don't think Vant was—the Vant who 
made medical in a big way — was as straight A student but I think Paul Lamont 
was. I think he was by far he was the smartest in the family. But he had 
problems in medical school. He had financial problems. Whether or not he died of 
natural causes will probably be in doubt. We don't know for sure. It's sure a 
blight on everybody's lives. Kaye: Rhea probably got the same that he did. John: I 
believe that's right. He died in '39. Rhea's father died without any warning. He 
just had a heart attack and it was over. The called us up and said that he was 
gone. So we drove to Berrien Springs, and I helped carry his body downstairs 
from an upper bedroom. There was no way you could get a stretcher up there. 

We buried him in that little cemetery over there in Berrien Springs, (inaudible) 
buried side by side with (inaudible) didn't die until '50. But that's 1960. Then she 
died a couple years after her mother, (inaudible) died about 1960 if I'm not 
mistaken. Lynn: That must have been very difficult for Rhea losing her brother and 
father in the same year. John: Yes. It was. With little Marty out of our home, we 
brought her (Rhea's mother, Amelia) to Kalamazoo which was probably a mistake. 
People don't like to be removed from their own homes. Lynn: What happened? 
John: She went largely the same way that Rhea is—the same situation. She had 
the same thing that Rhea has. I guess an inherited thing. After (inaudible) was 
hospitalized, it took her nine months to die. And Rhea took care of her all that 
time. But here, of course, we had our Marlboro apartments and Rhea would go up 





there, and Rhea would always have her out to our house constantly. She had her 
own apartment. Had a nice apartment. Marlboro Apartments, (inaudible) 
progressively developed the same way that Rhea but not in the same way. 
(inaudible) was very bitter about Dr. Yeager and her married life. She never 
would really forgive Dr. Yeager. She was a very embittered person in her dying 
years when her mind began to go, why she was very difficult to handle. Rhea had 
to handle her and Rhea was just deathly scared that she would go the same way. 
She wrote herself letters to try to convince herself. Said I want you to show me 
these letters later in life. You can show her those letters now. They don't mean 
anything to her. Kaye: What was Amelia Yeager embittered about? John: Dr. 
Yeager. Dr. Yeager was a dentist and he lived in Rose City, Michigan, way in the 
upper part of the state. I think most of his clients were rough and tumble 
lumberjacks, in the lumber days of northern Michigan. He made lots of money, but 
he would gamble a lot. He'd get into Poker games with the boys. Always 
succeeded in losing a lot of money, and that brought in a lot of very uncomfortable 
situations on the family as a result of that. They would argue and fight with each 
other. They would desperately fight each other. They would do it even in public to 
the embarrassment of everybody concerned. I remember when I was going with 
Rhea, I brought riding with along us Sunday afternoon in the car and they'd get 
into fights in my car and embarrass Rhea, embarrass me. As a matter of fact, it's 
a wonder that I ever married Rhea because of it. (inaudible) would never let him 
up. She's always hold him accountable for Paul Lamont's death. I think she 
helped bring about his death. She wouldn't let him up. He desperately tried to 
reform and tried to help his family. Actually I think Dr. Yeager was a good man. I 
think he, in later years of his life I think he was 100 percent devoted to his family, 
wanted to do anything he could. He's a soft touch for his family. He indulges kids, 
indulged all of them, except for Vant, though Vant was a bitter kid. He was the 
youngest and always felt he was unwanted. I think that embittered his life a great 
deal. Of course, his life was not helped any by the loss of his two children. P. 19 
John: Did we ever try to have children? I don't think we ever could have had 
children. I don't think Rhea could have had children. She had a—I don't know 
whether I should say this on this tape or not. (Tape recorder clicks off). (Ed note: 
John said that Rhea had a genital deformity of some kind that made sex 
impossible). John: Well, naturally I felt the attraction between male and female is 
normal. I was always attracted to dark complexion, dark eyes, dark hair. I was 
never attracted to blondes. For that reason I—she fit that part of the description 
and was a beautiful girl, talented, and was supportive, loving, all those things that 
I think are matters that contribute to successful marriages. I think sex plays a 
very important part at the time that you are married as young people, but if you 
live long enough and enough years, you find that that is only a secondary matter 
to a successful marriage. Sex is very important when you are young, younger. It 
is very unimportant as you reach a certain maturity in life, in the overall picture, 
not that it's ever deprecated or ever forgotten or never a part of any man's life, 
irrespective of age, but I think that it's unimportant in the broad scope of life. It's 
much more important to have love and understanding and complete support 
between the sexes than any other factor. I guess the three instincts of life—man 
must eat and he must love, and I guess the rest of it is probably unimportant 
actually. P. 20. John: I think our ambition in life really got in the way of a great 
deal. Those of us were very ambitious. We wanted to excel. We wanted to 
succeed very badly. In the earlier years we were so poor, were coming up at a 
time when our life in day to day was in doubt as to how well we were going to get 
along financially, there is no way that you can rationalize having a family. Even if 
we could have, had we probably would not have had under the circumstances. 



because it was very tough. It was a very, very bad time in this history of the 
world. As a matter of fact, people today are relatively easy and spoon fed 
compared to the life that we had. P. 21. Lynn: How—what has happened to you 
and Rhea about not having children, about the different, you know, the tragedies 
that have gone on which have been quite difficult, how you look at that from a 
spiritual point of view? John: Well, I think it's gotten—I think all of this has had to 
satisfy karma. I think the truth about our lives in either times that we were back 
here were such—I think all our relationships were such that we had to have this 
time around, they had to have it go the way that it did to satisfy previous karma. 
We had debts that had to be paid, and I think we have paid those debts this time 
around. I think that's the only logical answer on a spiritual level that you can 
come up with. So the next question, of course, would be what were the debts, 
what were the previous lives, what happened that had to be satisfied now, and 
that's the part that has to go unanswered.

Bruce: Bov, I'm trying to place myself of actually being there 

when it's first given as opposed to seeing this after the fact, and I guess I don't 

recall being there at the time. So I'm not a primary source on this one either. Mv 

take on it is that—and this is important is that it's supplemented in subsequent 

channelings—is that the role of personal development is critical, because 

subsequent channelings especially go into the individual responsibility and the 

collective responsibility' and that you actually open through meditation or through 

other inner practice. And the other thing that's important, and this is referenced 

later on, too, is letting go of ego. If this is actually to be dedicated to spirit in 

perpetuity, then that means that the ego needs to be subservient to a more divine 

inspiration. The challenge in all that, of course, is when people disagree. You 

know, if mv intuition savs this and yours savs something opposite of that, how do 

you reconcile those; and what is Truth? And so I don't know if they were dealing 

with that at the time. I know they wouldn't have been going to that level at that 

time. I'm iust saving that operationally, this sets up an organizational challenge 

because you have a fiduciary, strategic responsibility, as an incorporated non¬ 

profit with assets, to do a service. You actually have to do something, and to do 
something required willful intent which has ego attached: to it so it is really a 

conundrum, isn't it? Tom: Yeah, that's always been your special torture, Bruce, 

because you've generally been that one placed in a position where you have to 

balance; and you're keenly aware of trying to balance both sides of the equation 

more so than anybody else I'd say. It's been your role to try to do that to balance 

both sides. Bruce: Exactly, so this is the very first expression in the channelings 

that sets that challenge up, and I wanted to key on that point because this is 

going to be, in mv opinion, for the three to 500 year vision of this Institute, 

something that will be perennial: how do you ensure, for instance, that there's 

enough inner work going on, and then how do you interpret that in a meaningful 

wav. And I have mv own theory on it. I apply that in mv marital relationship. I 

know exactly when I'm compatible and not compatible with mv spouse, and I also 

know when relationships are good or bad with others, but it almost requires an 

unbelievably honest and open communication that's very rare to find in a business 

setting.

It's an 

important statement, because there are channelings later on that talk about pray 

for the Foundation daily.

All of these are—this is consistent 

with the theme that gets adopted in a stronger, stronger wav, through the rest of 

the channelings. It savs, “Daily unite and focus vour love and nourish vour child, 

the Foundation." Well, there you go. So that's the core of it right there. You can 

almost take that and sav, what's the difference between an effective secular 

organization and a spiritually based organization? It's the intent and the practice. 

That sentence savs it all right there. "Daily unite vour focus of love and nourish 

vour child, the Foundation." (p. 43) Bruce: The thing is that these channelings up 

until this point talk about the Institute actually, physically actually, exists in the 

spiritual plain. You know, the building that is the Institute building that was later 























































built, the administration building was a building that exists, as Jim said, in the 

upper astral plane. And so you'll see referenced later on, ”As above so below," 

and the reason why these types of statements are important is that if you're going 

to unite with spirit, you have to create that bridge. Tom: It certainly has 
implication to today too. There's a smaller version and a larger version of it. My 

worry with the larger version of that question is that if hermetical principles 

completely leave the Foundation, will it still be able to do its mission—and maybe 

it will but that's my worry. "As above, so below" is one of the principles of 

hermeticism. Bruce: Yeah, so if it were an extremely successful globally 
recognized secular organization that denounced spirit, would it fulfill its founding 

vision? Look at this sentence. It would not.

He had one and it moved. It was like—and I can't describe it. I just know that it moves... It 
was an electronic instrument like an EKG or, you know, we had those in the Silva course 
and I used that a lot of times to measure people's speed and relaxation when I was 
teaching the relaxation course, and I could slow it down within two minutes and everybody 
else was going like—but anyhow, he went up and six stairs from the top it went both 
directions. The next six stairs to the top it stood absolutely still, and I've told that story 
many times to the Sisters when they say the reliquary chapel. I said, "It's a precious 
place." Question: And what did that mean by staying still and moving? Sister Liz: I didn't 
ask for an interpretation. The way I read it was the vortex was centered. That's how I 
interpreted it. That's the center of the vortex. And then when we went to Israel, he did the 
same thing. He took that equipment with him to Israel 


JGordon. The Nazareth Reliquary Chapel, (put in 1984). Question: Sister Liz was also telling 
me that you detected some energy at their chapel there at Nazareth. Jim: Oh, yeah. See, I 
didn't know about the reliquary that they had or have—or I don't know if it's still there—but 
when I was visiting there, I got this strong, strong energy spirit, the Holy Spirit moving and 
like a wind almost, and I kept saying it's going up the staircase. It just feels like it's going 
up the staircase. Well, it turned out that that's where the reliquary was at, and so then she 
said well, come over here and check this out—and sure enough, that's just what I felt.

Grady. Massie interview with ARE's Harvey Grady, 1-27-12. 


Grady. JEFI and Association for Research Enlightenment (ARE), (put in 1984). 
Grady: I have been 'sensitive' since I was a baby, so my perception has a wider 
range than most people. ... So I could perceive what they perceived, but I 
perceived a little broader range than they did. ...I was 16 and I came across a 
book about Edgar Cayce that I began to realize okay, there are other folks that 
have this range. ... 1968 ... living in Phoenix, and we got involved in an ARE 
(Association for research Enlightenment) study group, ... So we created a 
nonprofit and they were able to switch their medical practice gradually into the 
nonprofit—and so it became the Association for Research Enlightenment (ARE) 
Medical Clinic nonprofit. ... So then I was on the board, and chairman of the board 
for a while ... and Bill and Gladys asked me if I would come and be the 
administrator—...And we played a role also in organizing the American Holistic 
Medical Association for MDs. And I did my two years of administration, and then I 
stepped into the role of being in charge of education and research which is where 
I wanted to be. So one day in my office a guy named Chuck Spence came—you 
know, asked me to—the secretary asked me if I would talk to him and give him a 
tour of the clinic. And I did, and he seemed to have a positive impression, and I 
thought that was the last I'd see of him. And then the following week he gave me 
a call and says, "The boss would like to come down and talk to you and see the 
plant."... It was '84. ... And so that's how I met John Fetzer. ...So John walked into 
the room with Chuck, and we sat down and talked. And the very—one of the very 
first statements I made in talking with him was saying that yes, we're really in an 
exciting time of developments, and that the people who lived in Atlantis were 
coming back, reincarnating, and we're taking care of unfinished business. ... it just 
came right out to John, and that hit him in the heart because that's what Jim had 
been telling him. ... Jim had been saying, hey John, you better create a foundation 
to—this is a way to atone or make up for what's happened. And that's basically 
what John told me. And so before he left the room, I asked him, I said—he said 
something, you know—I said something like can I share some ideas for research 
with you? And he said, sure. And I said would you accept a proposal? Okay. 

They left, went back to Tucson. Well, I developed a proposal then for the Fetzer 
Energy Medicine Research Institute and— Under the ARE (Association for Research 
Enlightenment) Clinic. And so that was granted. We had to go through a process, 
of course, of evaluation, but we formed a nice relationship with John, Chuck, 

Bruce, and ...Lloyd, yeah. So we formed a nice relationship. And then that was 
the time I made my first visit back there and the building wasn't completed. It 
was kind of getting started.

And oh, the fifth person of the advisory 
committee is Elmer Green. ...And so at the starting of the Energy Medicine 
Research Institute, I would lead them in a planning process. ... through the five 
years ... we did probably 14 or 15 different projects. Question: Were any of them 
devices? Grady: Yeah, the one—one of the most promising devices was the 
Motoyama's AMI machine, which measured the end points of acupuncture 
meridians on the fingers and toes; and the idea being that if you can do electrical 
measurements of current amperage on those positions all simultaneously, you get 
a picture of the whole body's electrical system. Question: Fetzer funded one of 
their early funding projects—but then they decided that you needed a psychic to 
operate the apparatus. What was the apparatus? Sister Liz: All that George had 
was the tape recorder with the little booklet. He didn't have a phone and when 
you kept saying phone it didn't feel right. He had a— Question: That's what they 
called it at Fetzer, a phone to the astral plane. Sister Liz: And that's what George 
used to tape the audio tape that he brought and played for us.

Grady. JEF and his angina, (put in 1985). Grady: ...what happened was that he (John

to work with him because of my sensitivity—and so this gets very personal. So you'll have 
to use your discretion about this. Fie would develop what I would call a fear cord—these are 
part of things that I see—and the fear cord would go right into his heart.

McGary. Fetzer funding Energy Medicine (machines). (Put in 1985). Question: So 
did he give you any funding early on?

Dr. Williams, p. 15. Re 1986: Question: Fetzer originally had a laboratory out at 
the Fetzer Institute where he had—he envisioned people actually making things 
and experiments. Dr. "Correct. Srinivasan was there. Well, I got involved in that 
through Chuck Spence. Chuck came to me in 1985 or '86 and said, "I want you to 
be a consultant, a special consultant for the Fetzer Foundation, in areas of 
electromagnetic phenomenon and psychophysiology." Okay, so I did. And that 
got me involved with Srinivasan and a lot of brain mapping work which I continue 
to do to this day, you know.

Menninger (Elmer Green), $60,800. WMU Educational/Research Center (Williams), 
$75,000. Harvard, $100,000. 


Dr. Williams, p. 17. "I put [John Fetzer] in touch with Elmer Green. And John gave 
him, I think, a quarter of a million dollars (ed. note: over a period of years) and 
they built a copper wall study at the Menninger Foundation." Question: It never 
worked, did it? Dr. "The one at Topeka did work. ... because Elmer—I would go 
down there frequently and Elmer would show me his data, and he had a lot of 
things worked out in terms of which way a person should be facing, north, south, 
east, or west. It was different for men than it was for women, and so forth. And 
he had a whole bunch of scribbles, polygraph writings on paper and he was 
showing me this and showing me that. What Elmer wanted to do was to use that 
room—you sit a person on a chair in the midst of that room and you measure the 
flux of electromagnetic activity in the room as the person is doing this or that.

Swierenga. The in-house lab. (put in 1986) Question: Yeah. Now when he 
originally conceived the building, there was provision made for a laboratory, right? 
Where somebody would be actually working on constructing gadgets and different 
things like that. I don't mean gadgets, but I mean. Swierenga: There were two 
things that were taken out. I think that was never developed, the laboratory part. 
And there was discussion of that, and that was going to be in the basement, but 
there was—that was never— ... That was never actually done. Talked about, again 
because of Mr. Fetzer's interest. But then I think what happened was that we 
started developing a program down at—in Arizona outside of Phoenix, Camelback.

Swierenga. Early 80's projects. Psychic healing. Dick Williams. Elmer Green. In- 
house lab. (put in 1986) Swierenga: Well, you don't—first of all, just to tell you 
some of the things that I have seen is—I have in Brazil—and I have photographs of 
this—where an individual would—who was, by the way, in Brazil, a medical doctor. 
He was a gynecologist, and he would take a knife, a surgical knife, that had 
literally been washed—listen to what I'm saying. It had literally been washed with 
dish soap in a sink about this big. A woman would come in with breast cancer and 
he would take the knife and cut, remove the growth, put it in a petri dish, and take 
it over to the lab across the street to have it analyzed to make sure that it was 
cancerous, would go like this, and it would be healed. ... . Then take the same 
knife and work on a different person. Now just think about this for a minute. No 
pain, crossing blood, and no infection. How much do we spend in our hospitals on 
doing this? Question: So did John like that? Swierenga: Oh, he was interested. He 
sent me down there, right. To investigate it. So we would've brought an individual 
up like that to this country; and while we have—at that time we have film of that 
going on—we would've brought an individual up here like that and let them 
perform that kind of thing. And that was one of the reasons why we wanted to 
institute a religious connotation because you don't want to be tangling with the 
AMA at that particular time. Question: Did you know Dick Williams, Dr. Dick 
Williams? Swierenga: I knew Dr. Williams, yeah. He associated with Mr. Fetzer. ... 
With biofeedback, right. Question: How about Elmer Green? Swierenga: Oh, Elmer. 
I was out to Elmer's lab. ...Out in Kansas. Question: there was some funding of a 
copper wall experiment. Swierenga: Yeah, I sat in front of the copper wall. 
Question: Tibetan type originally. I guess it would never really work other than 
the original way it worked. ... couldn't get it to replicate it, you know, on 
command. Swierenga: Nothing in that world works on command. I can tell you 
the experience I had in front of it though. ... I sat for quite a long time in front of 
the copper wall and all I can tell you is, and it was not my imagination, is there 


was a form that came up behind me. I'll never forget this one. There was a form 
that came up behind me on this side. It was female, and she came around on the 
back and went like this, came down with her hand, and put her head up here and 
flipped her hair over and her hair came down like this. I could feel the hair, could 
feel her, and then she came back and she was gone just like that. It was a 
physical form. ...

They don't seem to give me the 
privilege of going down there, but there was some—there was vacant space down 
there and again, in that space which was not being used when I was there, there 
was some discussion of putting workbenches and so on and so forth; but I was not 
privileged to that. (Ed note: the lad that was put in for a couple years was down by 
Rob Lehman; it was small and was right at the back entrance to the admin building 
{there are a couple of offices there now}, not in the basement). 


Swierenga. The JEFI Admin. Building, (put in 1986) Question: You know, it's just like a 
natural evolution, that someone that would make his money through invisible waves would 
begin to ponder that maybe there's some other waves. Swierenga: Right, right. Which 
brings up the whole issue of the building itself. Because there are things that are built into 
that building that aren't there anymore that greatly saddens me, to be honest with you. 

The construction itself is in a triangular shape because of body, mind, and spirit. And Mr.

Hall of Rec. JEFI Hall of Records, TB memo, Oct 2013. The memo says: "These 
particular personages had special meaning to John—for, John told me (and he told 
certain others as well), these were persons who, he believed, he had been in past 
lives.

Swierenga. Symbolism of the Admin Building, (put in 1987) Question: Did John 
discuss with you any of the symbolism?

First of 
all, what you will notice is when you go into that building is there's a huge atrium, 
and the atrium is solid glass, and it is slicing into that building if you look at the 
planes and see what's going on. So that again is symbolism for the light, the 
source, illuminating the physical. And it's not separate. It's one. It's 
togetherness, and I think that that was Mr. Fetzer's whole idea, body, mind, and 


spirit, a oneness. Question: Was that pillar installed when you were there? (ed 
note: the Hologram) Swierenga: The column that's in the front? Question: Yeah. 
Swierenga: Sure, I was part of that. ...If you really look at that and the symbology 
behind that—has anybody talked to you about the symbology of that? Question: 
Yeah, I talked to the artist, too....The fact that Mr. Fetzer placed his wedding ring 
and things like that in it. Vincent. Swierenga: Vincent, right. How's he doing, by 
the way? Question: He's a very interesting man. He and John talked about 
Atlantis, that they were—they mentioned the Council of Twelve, you know, 
immediately had a connection there. Swierenga: So you understand in that 
symbology how that the spiritual is coming down at the junction of the two 
crystals and meeting the physical, and then you're going into the physical. So 
that's one of the symbologies that's built into the building.

It was quiesce yourself so that you 
can listen. The hall is set up—if you'll notice when you go through the hall, it's 
triangular like this, again to give the feeling of being in a cloistered situation, of 
being in a sacred space, and being in a monastery. The windows you'll notice that 
are the same. There's one window higher which is square and that's always to 
recognize that you're looking up. That's recognition of the spirit again. The 
window that's down here on the bottom is looking out at the physical. That's the 
physical plane, but always realize that's where our strength comes from. The 
motif on the front, of course, was taken from the original negative of the first 
photograph that was made of that from Egyptian times which is in the—I think it's 
in the New York area. ...it's of the Sun Disk that's over the doorway. Question: Oh, 
okay. Swierenga: The symbology of that again is the sun, the one. And the 
esoteric meaning of that symbology is be aware. Again, awareness of where we 
come from. The motif on the back, which are the angel wings of protection, are 
again protection. Question: It's night and day, too, isn't it? Swierenga: Yes. 
Question: You know, one theory which I'm sure you're aware of is that with the 
collapse of Atlantis that some of that wisdom went to Egypt....I'm wondering 
about a connection with the belief in Atlantis and with the pyramid shape of the 
building. Swierenga: No, the shape of the building was body, mind, and spirit. It 
had nothing to do with the pyramid, (ed note: this is incorrect, and means 
Swierenga wasn't privy to the information from Jim Gordon in the early '80's 
about this).

Daily (put in 1987) - Insight Seminars. Question: You had these Insight Seminars. CD: 
That's right, John took that. ... I helped bring them here into town ... So John did take the 
Insight Seminars, and I was with him for the Insight II and he was adorable. He was in his 
80's and it was set up so that even though the seminar is designed so that you are 
supposed to stay in the room the whole time; because of his age and sensitivity, he could 
come and go as his energy would allow. Because it's kind of an intense workshop, especially 
the Insight II which is done with just no more than 40 people because it's very intimate and 
very deep in releasing. And at one point—there's one point in the seminar where you just 
kind of barely break free; and John came in that morning and he turned to me and he said, 
"I'm going to knock their socks off today, but I need your help." And he did. He was very 
cute. He was very expansive. 


Daily (put in 1987) - The Hall of Records. Question: Do you have any feelings 
about the busts that were in the Hall of Records? CD: Yes, I know about those, and 
those are mostly some of the lifetimes that Jim had said that he had and so he 
decided to have the busts of those made. Question regarding the symbolic nature 
of the Admin. Building. ... Well, John had used a lot of the concept, as I understand 
it, he used some of the same kind of marble that is used in the king's 
chamber. You probably heard about this from the pyramid. And then has, as I 
remember, the eye of Horace over the doorway with the big wings which 
Egyptians used as a protection for you when you enter, it's supposed to be a 
protective thing. Keeping out the negative. 


Skutch 5/30/97 P. 38 "Glen was a Methodist." 


SDailey, 11-16-11, P. 26. Question: Now tell me about that Attitudinal Healing. 

Carolyn:Well, John wanted to—he met Jerry Jampolsky. In fact, he wanted Jerry Jampolsky 
to come on the board of Fetzer—and he was a friend of Judy Skutch so that was a Course in 
Miracles, Attitudinal Healing. He was a psychiatrist. He ran groups in California for 
terminally ill kids and their families, but then he coined the term as he and Judy were 
walking on the beach one day called Attitudinal Healing. ... And John wanted to—and that 
was right after Rob Lehman was hired, and he asked, wondered if I would be interested in 
leading Attitudinal Healing groups. And I said I wasn't sure but I would think about it. And 
there was a training going on in California by the Attitudinal Healing Center out in Tiburon 
and he was wondering if I would go to this training; and I said okay, I'll go to this training. 

... I had kind of a breakthrough there from some old grief, and it was—they have processes 
that, ... And I just thought, okay, well I'll see what I can do, you know, whatever. I just 
said okay. So I went on this journey. Because John felt that this would add to the 
spirituality of Fetzer, to have an Attitudinal Healing group in the walls of Fetzer. It didn't 
work out too much. We used one of the rooms at Fetzer and we did very good. There's a 
group in Kalamazoo (ed note: the group was open to the whole Kalamazoo community) that 
was really into this personal transformational growth stuff. And we ran it, and I had 
another gal help me. We ran two facilitator classes concurrently, and they were eight 
weeks classes, and we filled two rooms up. We must have had 40 people going on. ... So 
there was just a whole lot of hunger in this area for that kind of thing—and like healing 
yourself before you can heal others. 


Eichler. 3-30-12 Massie interview w/ Vic Eichler, JEFI science program officer (biomedical 
area) from '87-90. Eichler was a protege of Elmer Green. Vic was hired by Lloyd Swierenga, 
worked under Glenn Olds, and was fired by Rob Lehman. 


Eichler - re Course in Miracles (put in 1987). Question: Did you ever sit down and talk to 
John about his spiritual beliefs? Eichler: Well, every Wednesday we would meet in the 
meditation room and go over the Course in Miracles. ... I don't remember more than myself 
and Carrie (Delouie) and Mr. Fetzer and possible Michael (Morton) would come once in a 
while. ... But we did do the daily reading and then discuss what it meant to us. 


Eichler - re reincarnation/Hall of Records (put in 1987). Eichler: There's no 
question he believed in reincarnation. I mean, that's what the Hall of Records 
was, and a few people knew it and we were really—those who knew among the 
staff, which weren't very many—we were very careful not to talk about it. When 
this building was open, almost immediately one of the churches in Kalamazoo said 
that this was a cult and that they were worshiping crystals—and Glenn was 
President at the time. Glenn was an ordained minister. ... He also had been a 
golden gloves boxer.... So he never hesitated to go head-on when there was an 
opponent. So he invited ail the ministers to a big luncheon in the building to 
explain that these crystals are nature's art.

As well as Louis IVX—he felt that he 
was Louis IVX but he said, "I didn't have the nerve to say that to anybody." 


JGordon. JEFI and The Troll (put in 1987).Question: Did you help John decide on— 
there was three properties that he could have acquired, I understand. Did you 
help him decide on that one? Jim: Right. Question: Okay, and why did you like that 
one? Jim: Well, the location was really good. It had some privacy where they 
could build and really have the privacy and the quiet, but also the energy itself 
was just very strong. Question: From somebody's testimony there were some 
spirits out there. Jim: Right. I know there was a troll who caused a lot of 
problems. Question: Yeah, tell me about that. Tell me about that. Jim: The troll 
actually lives on that hill that is above the retreat center. And when they began to 
clear the land, what we did before any of the property was cleared, was I had 
people walk through the land and ask for blessings to be placed on the land. And 
then we talked to the land and to the things on the land to let it know that we 
were coming in, we were going to be moving and disturbing the soil and the earth, 
to put a building in. We were going to do as much as we could to take very little 
out, and we were going to replace everything back on the property in some form. 
All the rocks would stay on the property. All the plants would be mulched up and 
put back. We wouldn't carry anything away, and that way it just gets harmony 
going. Question: Yeah, it's too bad everybody doesn't do that. Jim: Yeah, I know. 

It would make a big difference. So we walked the land, did that. Then we did a 
special blessing for the land, and then they broke ground. Question: Okay, well but 
the troll didn't like that? Jim: No, the troll did not like what happened when they 
put a satellite dish up on his hill. Question: Oh. Jim: They didn't ask him or 
anything. They didn't bless it. They didn't prepare him for it. They just pulled in 
a—they cleared a track that hadn't been cleared before. Just bulldozed down a 
road and went in and put up a satellite, and apparently he was very upset. 
Question: Are trolls evil? Jim: They're not evil. They're just controlling. They take 
control of a certain area. It's kind of like—we have mocking birds here and they 
make sure that all the birds that come in here know it's their property. Question: 
Oh, territorial. Jim: Yeah, and they protect it in their own way, and that's what a 
troll does. It just energetically protects it and so—but he started messing with the 
building, and it was a challenge to get him to calm down and leave it alone. 
Question: I guess they finally put up a medicine wheel or something? Jim: Yeah. 
Question: Would it be able to take a form that somebody could see? Jim: Oh yeah, 

I could see it. Question: What did it look like? Jim: Well there's different kinds of 
trolls. This one was maybe four feet tall and just like a gruff, rugged man in a 


way, but different but more dwarfy. Question: Okay. Jim: But I don't even know 
how to describe it. Question: Like one of those Norwegian, what do they call 
them? They have little statues in gardens. Jim: Oh gnomes. Kind of like that. 
Question: Gnomes, was he kind of like— Jim: But meaner. Question: Shaking his 
fists. Oh, so you could see him. That's interesting. Jim: They just take—it's an 
energy, but it can take on a form to relate itself to another consciousness. 
Question: Okay. Jim: So it took on what it—it could have a human form so that I 
could relate to it. Question: Oh, I see, and did you communicate with it? Jim: Yeah, 
I talked with it. I actually found it in the building one time. And talked with it, and 
it was— Question: Was it threatening you, like kind of? Jim: Kind of. Very feisty, 
very, you know, get out of here. This is mine. You're no longer welcome. 

Question: Oh, but you soothed it somehow? Jim: Yeah well, they actually—I think 
they brought in an Indian medicine man who built a medicine wheel and that 
seemed to answer some of them. Question: Okay, I mean, would it be possible for 
him to hurt a person?

Question: Just he messed with the lights and the security system. Jim: Right. 
Question: That's fascinating. So that is a special place out there, isn't it? Jim:

JGordon. The Admin Building and Pyramids (put in 1981, 1987). Question: Okay, 
pyramids. Did you ever meet those people on Dumont Lake near Allegan, the 
Hardys? Jim: Oh yes, yes I did. Question: John went out there several times and 
we interviewed them. So did he talk about pyramid power? Jim: Yeah, well 
actually the Institute is built based on the pyramids of Giza. I took photographs of 
the pyramids for him and, you know, wrote down the materials. He wanted to 
know the materials that were in each of the pyramids. So I got entry into the first 
two, and then the great pyramid, and at the time they really weren't letting people 
into the first two pyramids. They were closed, but I got special permission. I 
met—through—oh, my God, what was his name? (ed note: Zahi Hawass). 

Question: And I guess Vincent somehow acquired a piece of material and 
incorporated it into his hologram.Jim: Yeah, he did. 


Morton. Massie/Beaver interview with John Morton, 2-24-2012. 


Morton: MSIA, Jim Gordon, Morton's hiring (put in 1987). Question: So then how did you 
get affiliated with John? Morton: I was hired because I was "the the psychologist from 
California." I had been into a lot of what would be called fringe and frontier activities 
besides my traditional rigorous academic training, and they felt at the time it would be good 
to have somebody who was a little bit into the lunatic fringe because they were convinced, 
as John was at that time, there's something there that deserves to be looked at. Question: 
So how did John Fetzer find out about you? Morton: Jim Gordon told John about me. Jim 
Gordon thought I would be a useful— Question: Let's go back. Where did you meet Jim? 
Morton: Through studies with MSIA, and John Roger, that I was involved with for a period of 
time as was Jim. And Jim—I don't think Jim knew the full extent of what I was doing, but 
he had a good gut intuitive sense that there was something different about me as there was 
him, besides the fact, I mean, but we. We would have at times conversations that would 
imply common understandings and recognitions and perceptions that most people didn't, 
but it was very discrete even between the two of us. And he had suggested that I'd be a 
nice add to the mix that they were putting together back there in the early days. Question: 
What date would this be, what approximate date? Morton: Oh God, right before they moved 


into the building. They were still downtown. Question: Okay, before the Institute building. 
Morton: I was there I think—I came in September and then somewhere in the next few 
months we moved to the building. Tom: Probably September '87. Question: As Tom and I 
have talked, other psychics don't really like the influence of other psychics. Tom: But Jim 
didn't want to do it. Now at this point, '87, Jim was still on the Foundation payroll of 
course, but he was not in Kalamazoo and didn't want to be. So, I believe, he found some 
surrogates, more or less. Roughly speaking. Me for one, in the house. And at the Institute 
and Michael who was in MSIA and had a PhD so could be on the program staff as a 
professional—so that fit the bill as well. Question: Okay, so you were going to take over 
from— Morton: I didn't see it that way. It was never communicated that way to me. The 
program department had a physicist, an MD, and the psychologist which was me. I was 
brought in because of those credentials, but I was the psychologist from California who'd 
been into all the weird stuff. So I managed a normal portfolio of projects, if you could call it 
normal. Anyway— Question: Such as what? Morton: Well, overseeing the healing, the 
influence of prayer at a distance. Then there was Bob Jahn's project in terms of 
psychokinetic impact on his pachinko machines—in real time with someone staring at it, can 
you make the ball skew to the right or the left? In the future, in the past? That's pretty far 
out stuff, and most people didn't have the ability to just go oh yeah, great, let's do that. 

And it was just no big deal to me. I mean, there were mechanisms I understood. I loved 
being involved in the dialogues and conversations that had to do with, what are the 
mechanisms involved, what's going on here, are there models in existing science or are 
there things we can use to hypothesize—theories or models for these mechanisms that 
seem to be occurring. Question: Did you work with Elmer Green? Morton: Yeah, the 
Menninger Institute and the copper wall project. Question: What is your take on that? Did it 
work? Morton: The lucidity training with the copper wall? Question: Yeah. Morton: Yeah, it 
works. 


Morton. Jim Gordon Channeling, (put in 1987). Morton: Jim had been pivotal. Jim 
was channeling stuff about what John was going to do and the early—all these 
early sessions were just— Question: You weren't there on those? Morton: I heard 
a couple. I was part of a few at John's house with Jim, and reviewing the stuff 
and hearing about it— but I was there for, I think, one or two. I was invited and 
then it started— Question: Was he there or was it telephonically? Morton: There 
was one that was up—and John, he had that office in the front of the house. There 
was something that was there on the phone where I was sitting. It was after a 
dinner one night where we had a call with Jim Gordon. Question: Oh, so it was a 
call. Morton: Yeah, but there was also one time where it was with Jim in person, 
and I don't remember where it took place, but I remember it may have been at the 
house. I don't know. Actually it may have been at a restaurant, but Jim would 
start to share stuff and John— Question: I'd really like to hear this, what he did, 
how he did it. Morton: How he did it? Question: Yeah, did he speak in a different 
voice? Morton: Well, my experience with Jim is that sometimes he would drop into 
a more, somewhat richer, somewhat more melodic, a little bit slower— something 
where he'd drop to something inside himself where he could sense ... and whether 
he had given over to an entity or not, I don't think so. I really think it's sort of like 
he dropped into something where it allowed him to look, and it affected the tonal 
quality and the presence and the vibration of what was coming out of him 
verbally, the consciousness, but I don’t think he was like, "I'm now channeling. 

I'm gone. This is Seth" kind of crap. 


Morton. Reincarnation conversations with JEF (put in 1987). Question: So talk 
about any—your direct relationship with John, any meetings you had... I'd like to 
know how many times did you sit down and talk esoteric material with John, 
roughly. Morton: 20 to 25, maybe 30 at the most. Now I would say about a third 
of those were sitting at lunch where you would be at the table most of the time 
and the conversation would go ail over the place, including those kinds of 
subjects. Lunch or dinner at his house were about ten, eight to 12 times. Doesn't 
that seem about right, Tom? Question: That's a substantial number of times. 
Morton: Well, I would be invited over because I was, I think, one of the few people 
he could talk with besides Tom where he could just have those kinds of 
conversations— and they weren't strange to me and they were kind of like yeah, 
as a matter of fact, and it was not—it allowed him to discourse and have those 
parts of himself give and take. Tom: See, Michael was in at MSI A at the time which 
and I was not, so they even had that in common. Question: Let me mention some 
specific topics and if you can recall your take on John's belief or whatever he said 
to you. Morton: Sure. Question: Reincarnation. Morton: Absolutely. What do you 
think that little hail of statues was, whatever you call it. Question: That used to be 
there, you mean? Morton: He believed—he was very clear— that he was convinced 
that those were his past lives or he was influenced by them. Question: You're sure 
of that, because there's— Morton: Yeah. I stood in there one time with him and 
we were standing there quietly in that little—it was some celebration we were 
doing, some event in that lobby. It might have been right around the time it 
opened. They actually got there after the opening because they weren't ail built or 
cast, and when they were there—, I remember one time I was in there and John 
walked in and he was standing, looking at each one, and he was there and the 
conversation was—I said so, I think it was—who's the one who used to be his 
secretary that was still— Question: Carolyn. Morton: —Carolyn had shared with me 
that John believed those were his—so I said, so these are some of your past lives, 
and he kind of nodded. He said yeah, past lives or strong influences. Question: So 
the question really, simply is was John absolutely convinced about reincarnation? 
Was he a true diehard believer in reincarnation in your mind, in your view? 

Morton: I think he believed in it, but belief is not knowing. Question: Right. 


Morton. Reincarnation, Atlantis (put in 1987). Question: Did he ever convey the 
idea to you that this was his last reincarnation, that he had to make good this 
time? Morton: Yeah, there where that was not just to me—I mean, he said it a 
number of times in conversations with people, and then also one on one, that he 
was trying to fix something he had not done right. He didn't indicate that he was 
trying to right a wrong. It was like something that he didn't get to complete or 
didn't do things quite the right way. Question: Was this Atlantis? Morton: I don't 
know. Question: That's another whole thing. Did he ever talk to you about that? 
Morton: Yeah, I mean, he had a huge interest in like pre-history and things like 
Atlantis, and I think I recall one conversation in terms of something about being a 
part of the priesthood. Question: The Council of 12. Morton: Yeah 


Morton. JEF was clairsentient. (put in 1987). Morton: John's psychic wiring was unusual. He 
wasn't what you could call a clairvoyant ... or a clairaudient. If anything, he was more- 
more of a clairsentient. He could feel and sense things— and he was wired that way, and 
he and I talked about it. He asked me to tell—we were talking one time and he wanted to 
know how I saw him. And I said, you know, you're kind of a weird critter. You're a rare 
bird— and I'm not saying this to flatter you. It's just the way you're wired in terms of the 


psychic apparatuses that play through the senses and into the conscious mind. I said, 
you're operating with what we'd call good business instinct, gut instinct, but the way it's 
wired on you is closely aligned with the psychic ability that's called clairsentience, the ability 
to feel. In other words, someone could walk into a room—he could be at a business 
meeting and people are sitting around the table and they're all up here doing their power 
struggles and deceptions and honesties, whatever their power plays are at the meeting, and 
John would be listening and understanding them intellectually and track on that level, but 
what he had that the others at the table didn't have was he could feel where that person 
was coming from— and he didn't ever talk about it. He almost kept it secret from himself. 

... Occasionally he'd go, I get a sense that this is maybe what's going on. I said, that's 
where you take the clairsentience... and you learn to not just have it be what's going on 
right now, but you bring that ability and you put it on the time track and you go backward 
or forward in time. ... He and I had conversations like that and he found it was— like two 
conversations like that where he wanted—well, I don't know if these were the exact words, 
but one time I was talking to him about this regarding something, and he said this has been 
useful to me, thank you. He— sometimes he was sort of—what's the word? He didn't get 
excited. I mean, there were things he got excited about, but you could see it was more like 
wow, this is helpful. He just said thank you, but it was a genuine thank you in a way that— 
Tom: John did an interview—what year was that when John—'68 or something— where he 
did an interview and he said—oh no, 73 or 74. ... Psychic Magazine. I don't meditate, he 
said, but I use intuition in everything I do and that's why I don't make many mistakes. 
Morton: That's what I'm saying. He called it gut instinct or intuition. Tom: And, he said, 
That's why I don't make many mistakes. 


Morton. Pendulum (put in 1987J. Question: It appears that he did have some psychic 

abilities with the pendulum. Did he ever do that with you? Morton: Well, the pendulum 

yeah, he did. My ex-wife. Siqrid, was really good with pendulum stuff: and there was a 

meeting and I forget where we were. It was a hotel. We were all at Phoenix. And John 

was there. Sigrid and I went to his room to meet with him, and he and Sigrid got into this 

lengthy thing about the fine nuances of working with a pendulum for different things. 

diagnosis and things like that. And they were talking about different kinds of pendulums. 

And he had one with him. Question: John did? Morton: Yeah, I forget what it was made out 

of though. And Sigrid had a couple—she always carried a couple. Question: What would 

your response— Morton: He wanted to meet her because he knew—he had heard probably 

from me that Sigrid was into diagnosing with pendulum, a fellow aficionado or something.

Dailey, 11-16-11, P. 26. Question: Now tell me about that Attitudinal Healing. Carolyn:Well, 
John wanted to—he met Jerry Jampolsky. In fact, he wanted Jerry Jampolsky to come on 
the board of Fetzer—and he was a friend of Judy Skutch so that was a Course in Miracles, 
Attitudinal Healing. He was a psychiatrist. He ran groups in California for terminally ill kids 
and their families, but then he coined the term as he and Judy were walking on the beach 
one day called Attitudinal Healing. ... And John wanted to—and that was right after Rob 
Lehman was hired, and he asked, wondered if I would be interested in leading Attitudinal 
Healing groups. And I said I wasn't sure but I would think about it. And there was a 
training going on in California by the Attitudinal Healing Center out in Tiburon and he was 
wondering if I would go to this training; and I said okay, I'll go to this training. ... I had 
kind of a breakthrough there from some old grief, and it was—they have processes that, ... 
And I just thought, okay, well I'll see what I can do, you know, whatever. I just said okay. 
So I went on this journey. Because John felt that this would add to the spirituality of 
Fetzer, to have an Attitudinal Healing group in the walls of Fetzer. It didn't work out too 
much. We used one of the rooms at Fetzer and we did very good. There's a group in 
Kalamazoo (ed note: the group was open to the whole Kalamazoo community) that was 
really into this personal transformational growth stuff. And we ran it, and I had another gal 
help me. We ran two facilitator classes concurrently, and they were eight weeks classes, 
and we filled two rooms up. We must have had 40 people going on. ... So there was just a 
whole lot of hunger in this area for that kind of thing—and like healing yourself before you 
can heal others. 


Harring (put in 1988): "And we (she and Nathji) went out to the Fetzer Center (edit: The 
Fetzer Institute) as well. And when—these were separate years. But at the Fetzer Center 
(Ed note: The Fetzer Institute) Nathji went into the meditation room, and he kept 
visualizing a woman who had something around her neck, and he didn't really understand 
what that was about. But when he went out into the hallways or somewhere he saw a 
picture of Fetzer's wife....Who had a chain of pearls around her neck, and he said that's what 
that is, that's who that is, and he said she's still here. So he felt that she had a presence in 
the Fetzer Center (Ed note: The Fetzer Institute) itself and may still. Question: And this is 
after she had died? Ruth: Had to be because—yeah, it had to be... Well, Nathji also talked 
about the building and how it needed a correction. He said that the triangular shape was 
not good. This is what I remember, and I think there were people who tried to correct it. 
Well, it's a symbol of Shakti, the single triangle that's the feminine, the Divine Feminine. 

And he said that alone will make people just depressed when they work there and stay 
there and so forth, that they need a correction. And I do believe that later on they had 
some Native Americans who tried to create corrections with the building, too. You've got 
three intense energy points instead of four where energy is coming, going, whatever, 
whichever way it is, and that made a difference. He said to balance it out, they needed to 
do the other triangle. It would look like the Jewish star of David or something else to 
balance it out, but that energy had to be changed at those corners. That was the main 
thing....Well, Nathji and Jim Gordon also talked one time. They just had a phone 
conversation. And they were talking about past lives, you know, and some—I don't know 
what all they said, but I remember Nathji being so excited to talk with him. He was 
absolutely thrilled. And then we went over to Jerry Stifler's (Ed note: a friend of Mike 
Wunderlin's and a follower of surat shabd yoga) and had our own encounters with Jim 
Gordon at that time. Question: Would he channel? Ruth: Yeah, he seemed to, yeah right. 


So I know Nathji was fairly impressed with his capabilities. And I know also that Margaret 
Zolen was really touched by Nathji. I believe that somehow—I don't know the exact 
context, maybe it was in a meditation—but she had an out of body experience when Nathji 
was doing that, the meditation. So anyway, you may read the exact kind of thing 
elsewhere when you read things about Margaret Zolen. Question: Is Nathji gone now? Ruth: 
Oh yeah. He took what we call Maha Samadhi in 1990." 


Skutch 5/30/97 P. 48 "I sent him articles from the LA Times about John Roger and the 
Insight Organization. There was a tremendous expose ... Janis Claflin came out of that, I 
think so (ed note: not true; Janis had an Attitudinal Healing background {which was started 
by Jerry Jampolsky, an early Course in Miracles devotee}, but Janice took the MSIA- 
connected Insight Personal/Spiritual Growth training at John's suggestion). And Jim Gordon 
became something. Was he a minister in that organization, and then started his own 
through John? Bruce went through this training ... John was adamant that everyone at the 
Institute should have this kind of training (ed note: this is incorrect, although maybe John 
pressured his Trustees to take Insight?) ... it was important to send John this (LA Times) 
material so that he would know ... I found out later he was a bit angry at me ..." (ed note: 
from what I, Tom Beaver, know from John, this was not true -- John was not upset at Judy 
about this, but more about board politics - he felt Judy wasn't supporting him but had her 
own agenda - whether she did or not, I do not know. She also was a big supporter of Glen 
Olds, who John fired.) 


Collins. On Shirley McClain's visit to the Institute, put in 1988: Kaye: Yeah, I sat next to 
the movie star. What's her name? Question: Oh, the one that has had past lives? Shirley 
MacLaine. Kaye: Shirley MacLaine, exactly. We all had lunch together. That was kind of 
fun. Question: Really? With John? Was he there, too? Kaye: I don't know. I can't 
remember. (Ed note: John was there) I was so excited that I was sitting next to Shirley 
MacLaine that I don't know what— Question: Did she talk about reincarnation stuff? Kaye: 
Well, that was—I don't remember. I really don't remember. She didn't have to talk about it 
if you'd read her books. Question: Well, what was she doing in Kalamazoo? Kaye: John 
Fetzer called her up and asked her to come. Question: Oh, really? Kaye: And it was 
probably for one of the Board meetings. She's probably a friend of Judy Skutch's. (ed note: 
it was Glen Olds). Question: Oh I'm sure, yeah. Kaye: And so—but she came and she was 
here and she was her for that whole. 


Sister Liz: The Institute and The Listening Class. And JEF as a Silva student, (put in 1988) 
Sister Liz: I taught the listening course to the whole Institute when Olds was president. 

And John was trying to get him more in sync with John's ability to integrate, and Olds 
couldn't do it, could not. And in the middle of the course he said to Olds, the only way 
we're going to hire you again is if you take a course in listening to people, and he couldn't 
do that. I mean, halfway through the course to the whole Institute, he was fired. Olds was 
fired, and I think it was one of those points where John just had it with him. I don't know 
because he never talked to me about it because the listening course is a psychic course, 
too. ...You listen to people's soul. You listen to their heart, their soul, their mind. You tell 
them what you hear but they give it to you. People tell you in this office—depends on 
where they are psychically, where they are spiritually, where they are emotionally, how 
much they give you. And I have people that give me 12 th grade answers, 12-year-old 
answers, and mystic answers, and I know exactly where they are. I've taught every grade 
from first grade through college and I can tell you what grade you're in by what you 
answer. Question: So then what grade would you have given John in that Silva course and 


what kind of student was he? Sister Liz: You're good, you're good. Question: You're skipping 
away from me and really I don't mean he was a good student or a bad student. Sister Liz: 
No, I know what you're saying. Question: What's the quality of— Sister Liz: And I think 
that's the best thing you can say about John is not there's anything particular but his 
openness to everything. He found everything precious, everybody precious. He could 
speak with—I see pictures of him with the team, the Tiger team. I love it. I couldn't do 
that but he could. Question: Well, you know, I really think that he picked and chose from all 
these different studies and created his own spiritual edifice. Sister Liz: Yes, he did. 

Question: But he was what I call a true believer. He went to the extreme as you have in 
your life and I have in my life. He was 100 percent mystical, spiritual seeker.

Pelletier (1989). (put in childhood, and in 1989) His Life-Long Spiritual Interest: KP (Ken 
Pelletier): Why would you give that (his business career) up? JF (John Fetzer): I realize that 
I was getting older ... plus the fact of my spiritual interest was very compelling. If you're 
ever going to pursue your prime interest, now is the time to do it. KP: So this spiritual 
interest - obviously it was a long-standing interest for you. JF: Yes KP: Can you trace that 
back for me? JF: Actually I've had these matters as a life-long interest. 


Pelletier (1989). (put in childhood, and in 1989) The 1909 (approx.) elevator experience: 

JF: I remember one time when I was about six, seven, or eight ... my mother was then 
trying to make a living ... She had a big milliner store in a department store in this little 
town we lived in at the time, Lafayette, Indiana. There was an elevator there I would 
operate as a kid. And I remember one night having a dream. And it was Jesus Christ going 
up the shaft of the elevator, and I was hanging onto his feet and I was being lifted up. I 
think that was one of the first, first experiences ... of a deep and impressionistic spiritual 
thing. 

Pelletier (1989, 1918). Thel918 swine flu experience: JF: I think in 1918 ... about that 
time, 1918, the first flu epidemic came through the country. At that time, I was living at 
Lafayette, at Purdue University. And people were dying everywhere. I remember this family 
doctor of ours had 150 patients, and they were dying .. and he couldn't handle it. And I 
came down with the influenza. My mother came down with it, and several others in my 
house had it at once. And I remember the doctor came to see me and said that your heart 
is not functioning properly. And I must say you'll not live till morning. He said this to my 
sister. And my sister and he started out the door when he said, "By the way, have you got 
any whiskey in the house? Get a medicine dropper and a cup of hot water and keep 
dropping slowly. Whiskey and this ... and give him a teaspoonful at a time for the rest of the 
night. If he is still alive tomorrow morning, I'll consent to come back to see him. ... My 
mother was a teetotaler, she wouldn't permit anything in the house. Buy my stepfather had 
a bottle of corn whiskey hid away, and he happened to overhear this. And he went out and 
got the bottle and gave it to my sister and he says, "Here's what you're looking for." And 
she sat up all night and gave me this, drop after drop, she did the same thing the doctor 
ordered. And by morning my heart had picked up, and she called on the phone and the 
doctor said, "My gosh - I mean to say he's alive?" And so he came out. But it was during 
that period of time that I made a promise to the higher order that if I succeeded in living, I 
would do something significant on behalf of spirit before I died. So I feel that was a 
contributing factor that would carry in the subconscious throughout most of my professional 
life. And that probably led to what I'm doing now. So it's kind of a situation that, that has 
resulted from that. 


Pelletier (1989). JEF: As you know, through the years I've always been searching. In spite 
of all my professional careers in other fields, I've always, as an avocation, been selecting 
new [spiritual] paths to go down. I've gone down one path right after another, trying to find 

out what makes the world tick ... I suppose going back to the question of, who am I?. 

... KP: Can you describe your spiritual values or your definition of a spiritual mission that 
you are fulfilling? JF: Actually I think my philosophy is relatively simple. I believe that 
meditation is so fundamental in developing a certain attitude of mind that brings solution to 
problems. Not essentially all physical problems, but spiritual solutions. I don't care what it 
takes, my goal, spiritually, is to develop soul awareness. Because I believe that, until you 
actually experience, you can talk about, you can write and you can put it all together so it 
makes a nice scheme of things. But until you experience it, I don't think you made any 
headway whatsoever. So my challenge is to try to effectuate that experience of soul 
awareness. KP: Are you getting there? JF: The challenge is enormous, but worth it. 

Pelletier (1989). Devices. Tying things into a Founding Fathers/Masonic concept - 
the 400 Year Fetzer Mission: JF: We're going to generate counter electromotive 
forces that can be directed at specific organs of the body ... It won't happen in my 
day. But it will happen. Because anyone who knows what happened on Atlantis 
knows that what happened there is going to be repeated - this time the same 
mistakes are not going to be repeated. ... That may be 100 years in development, 
ISO years ... You see, that's the goals of Atlantis. They were using all these things 
to get to the goal - they started misusing them ... destroyed themselves.

Because anyone who knows what happened on Atlantis knows that what happened there is 
going to be repeated - this time the same mistakes are not going to be repeated. ... That 
may be 100 years in development, 150 years ... You see, that's the goals of Atlantis. They 
were using all these things to get to the goal - they started misusing them ... destroyed 
themselves. This time we have to carry it out till we get to the end of the line so that we 
really can find out what self-awareness is ... only time will tell. You know when the Founding 
Fathers of the country started to do this ... and coming up with the Declaration of 
Independence and all that... 400 years: they set something in motion and it takes 200 
years later in the land -- now you're looking back and you see what's happened. Maybe 
another 200 years down the line... we can look back and see really what happened. 

Pelletier (1989). Reincarnation: JF: I suppose when you get into the question of 
previous lives then it begins to explain an awful lot of karma we have to go 
through in this one. 

Morton. On John-Roger. (put in 1989). Tom: Now you had already left MSIA before you left 
Fetzer. Morton: Yeah. Tom: What was that about for you? Morton: I guess I have John to 
blame for it. I really do. I had sort of—one of the projects I did was spearheading funding 
and support and sponsorship for a conference in India, the first international conference on 
holistic health and medicine in ... Madras. And we went over. We took part of a planeload 


of people to speak, all involved in holistic health and medicine. Went over and as part of 
that trip, we went up to see the Dalai Lama—you were there and then we came down to 
Delhi and met Charan Singh. Anyway, so here I'm studying with John Roger who purports 
to be a light and sound master and the first encounter that happens is with the Dalai Lama, 
and I think I told you what happened in that room when we met and we did the scarf 
exchange. ... I go up to meet him and I give him the scarf. He takes it. He gives me 
another one, and I turn to walk away like everybody else had done— and he grabs me. 

This is how I remember it. And he won't let me go and he pulls me towards him, and then 
he goes like this, like look at me— and he's holding me. I mean, he wouldn't let go of me. 

I couldn't move. A and I relaxed and at that point, there was this whole thing that 
occurred— and I don't know how long it was, it might have been 15 seconds, for all I 
know— where what happened was I relaxed, and he looked at me and I just got real kind of 
at peace and I—... got relaxed and the trust came and I felt okay and once I did that, this 
process occurred of transmission in the Buddhist tradition where he started to change 
consciousness in front of me and project that consciousness to me. ... [and a few days 
later there] was another conversation with Charan Sinh. But the takeaway from both of 
these events, with both of these masters, a true Satguru God realized being, and a 
bodhisattva—an incarnation of a Buddha—very clearly put the whole MSIA-John Roger into 
a perspective of seeing it in a much bigger context, appreciating it as a stepping stone, and 
recognizing it as an extremely dangerous trap for me at that point in my development; and 
I needed to let it go.

And that was a 
vision I've had about myself. Question: You had that? Mariani: Yes, the Council of 
12 in Atlantis, and I could as an artist even draw some of the characters. 

Question: So he recognized you as being from Atlantis? Mariani: Yes, almost from 
the beginning ...

My hope was to build an instrument, with 
whatever I was able, through my vision, to bring into form—an instrument that 
would pull—I didn't know—I was told not necessarily when I finished it that it 
would bring in the current, but maybe around the year 2012 it will be—and beyond 
that then it would be activated, like when lightning is there, but at some moment 
it strikes a certain rod. Question: What was John's reaction to it? Mariani: In the 
picture, from what he told me—and this is very important—he said to me, "Vincent, 
this instrument as a symbol, as an instrument, is the capstone of my life's work."

Mariani. The location of the JEFI property. (Put in 1989). Question: Do you think 
that if that hologram was placed somewhere else it would get the same effect? I 
mean, there's a feeling that's a special ground. Mariani: I know this—that all the 
great cathedrals on the planet were divined first. Question: Well, the property 
itself—some people have said that there were divas located there. Mariani: That's 
right. That's my understanding. Very sacred. So the position of the sculpture in 
turn is absolutely where it should be. So if you take that sculpture, put it 
somewhere else—Question: It won't be the same— Mariani: I don't know. I don't 
think so. Mariani: ... We even talked about the land behind, down the hill of the 
Fetzer building—and I agreed, I felt something going on there. Question: A power 
of some kind? Mariani: Yes, like a certain—just like I was mentioning the great 
cathedrals on the planet were divined—and in most of them. Question: , I 
understand, there are cross currents, and that's why they built exactly on that 
point.

Question: He believed that 
the same group of people reincarnated together. Mariani: Yes, absolutely. And I 
felt embarrassed because I'm just, you know, a little teacher, you know, nothing. 

Mariani. The Archangel Michael. (Put in 1989). Question: Did he ever talk about 
the Archangel Michael? Mariani: Yes, all the time. That's why I took the silver and 
blue. But I knew as part of my vision that this had to do with Michael the 
Archangel. 


JGordon. The Hologram (put in 1989). Jim: When Vincent built the sculpture, in 
the bottom he put a bunch of crystals in the base in a large hole to create a 
charged field in that. And so that's there, I know. Question: While we're talking 
about that (the hologram), do you think that is working now or is yet to be 
activated? Jim: Oh, I think it's working. Yeah, I think it's working. Question: You 
had to made some adjustments, didn't you, to it? Jim: A little bit, yeah. We moved 
some things around, crystals and the two points that come together, we had to 
adjust that energetically a little bit because I can see auras. I can see whether or 
not it was at a stronger point or a weaker point and things like that and they 
adjusted a desk that was installed in there. They had to adjust— Question: Oh, so 
he included, like, adjustments in it. Jim: Right. Question: So it's sending out 
energy into the interior of the building? Jim: Right, it's supposed to be like a 
generator, and so it creates a field of energy to expand consciousness or to open 
people up to new awarenesses. Question: It is also kind of like an antenna, isn't 
it? Jim: Yeah. Now I don't know if they told you the stories, but, when it first went 
in, people were really shook by it. Then people didn't think anything about it. 

They just saw a sculpture go in and that was it, but then they started—in the 
evenings people working there late would hear conversations of people going up 
and down halls, or they'd hear footsteps that weren't there, and it just got very 
eerie for people; and they— Question: And they thought it was because of the 
sculpture? Jim: Yeah, because they had never heard that until it was installed. 
Question: Yeah, I guess Bruce called up Vincent and asked him if he'd put a radio 
in. Jim: Yeah, exactly, because that's what some people were thinking—that 
somehow it was broadcasting stuff. Question: But then that stopped, didn't it?

Morton. JEFI Transition in 1989/90 from John the engineer/parapsychologist, (put in 1990). 
Tom: So how did it come to an end for you (at JEFI), Michael? I honestly don't know why 
you left Fetzer and if you had talked to John about it or—Morton: Rob had come in. Rob 
wanted to make changes. There was a real desire on the Board and John to legitimize the 
organization and the idea of academics and stuff. ... I just know that the whole thing of the 
paranormal, the psychic, John really as an engineer—you know he was—for him, the 
integration of his engineer, his metaphysics, psychic part and spiritual part was I would love 
to have—can we find a way to make a device that like, from Star Trek, Scotty, the doctor. 
Scan diagnose, scan heal. Fie wanted that. Fie wanted the Foundation to discover that. 
Question: Or a telephone to the other side. Morton: Yeah, and right with the guy in northern 
California. ...George Meek. But more than the telephone to the other side, the device— 
because he would say that periodically, if only we could come up with some way of 
diagnosing and healing with a little device. Question: And I see that as a natural thing for 
him. A man who's spent his entire life dealing with invisible waves, why wouldn't there be 
other waves out there. Tom: The Jim Gordon channelings also promised that, '81, '82 
channelings by Jim Gordon promised that kind of device to John from those he was 
channeling.
